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PREFACE 

In my pastorate of a quarter of a century at the Capital of the Nation, I have 
taught the Old Testament in two of the educational institutions of the city. 
While thus teaching the historical books in 1894, I was impressed with the need 
of a harmony for the profitable study of the period of the kings of Israel and 
Judah. I made inquiries at the Congressional Library, and wrote to several 
theological professors for information concerning an Old Testament harmony, 
and could find none. 

I read a paper before the Presbyterian Association on the Peculiarities of 
Chronicles, the substance of which will be found in Appendix C, and was re- 
quested to prepare such a harmony for publication. I first prepared a harmony 
of the historical books, Samuel, Kings, and Chronicles. Later I enlarged the 
gfcUm so as to include all parallel passages in the poetical and prophetical books 
narrating the history of the Monarchy from the first king to the return from exile. 

My double labor of preaching and teaching prevented me from typewriting 
At for publication. While thus delayed, two works appeared almost sipiultane- 
•ously, one in America, and one in England,* that were similar in plan to the 
two I had prepared, but in neither of the two was the harmony arranged in par- 
allel columns so as to correspond line for line, the parallel parts being often on 
different parts of the page, and sometimes on different pages. 

Having resigned my pastorate in 1898, 1 for the third time enlarged the plan 
of the book, and prepared, as I think, the first interwoven history of the period 
of the Monarchy, and combined with it the first harmony of parallel passages, 
which correspond to each other, and to the history on the opposite page, line for 
line. 

This Interwoven History, which comprises all of six consecutive books and 
parts of four others, does for the Old Testament what the several Interwoven 
Gospels do for the New Testament. It is presented in modern literary form, 
doing away with the arbitrary divisions of Chapter and verse, save for reference. 
The Scripture language is not changed, but there is a rearrangement of the 
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PREFACE 

narrative of the teachings, incidents, and events of each book, and combining 
and interweaving the narrative of different books so as to make a complete, 
comprehensive and connected e pluribus unum story of the Royal Houses of Israel 
and Judah that attracts and interests and helps to a clear view of the period, as 
the separated narratives can not do. 

Whenever and wherever there is more than one record of the same incident 
ok* event, there is an accurately arranged harmony of the parallel passages show- 
ing to the eye the likenesses or unlikenesses, the agreements or disagreements of 
the two records, and also the omissions or additions of either record. This cor- 
respondence of the parallel columns is made apparent i, By blank spaces, which 
indicate the omission of either record. 2 By a parenthesis ( ), enclosing parts 
of passages in both columns which are similar in subject matter, but dissimilar in 
other respects. 3 By parentheses (( )) which indicate a difference, disagree- 
ment or discrepancy in the subject matter of the enclosed corresponding parts. 

The harmony thus arranged is put 6n the page opposite the history, and cor- m 
responds to it line for line, so that the history is explained and veritied by the 
harmony, and the harmony is unified and made available to the reader by the 
history interwoven from it. 

It is my hope that this first interwoven history of six consecutive books and 
parts of nearly as many other books of the Old Testament will furnish a ready 
reference for the busy clergyman, Sabbath School teacher and Bible reader, to 
obtain a complete knowledge of every incident, event or teaching recorded in 
one or more of the Scriptures of this period, and at the same time give a clearer 
understanding of the unified history as a comprehensive whole. G. O. L.

SECTION I 
The Israelites Demand a King 

I Sam. 8:1. And it came to pass, when Samuel was old, that he made his sons judges over 
Israel. 2. Now the name of his firstborn was Joel; and the name of his second, Abijah: they 
were judges in Beer-sheba. 3. And his sons walked not in his ways, but turned aside after 
lucre, and took bribes, and perverted judgment.

the Benjamite of Aphiah, the son of a Benjamite, a mighty man of valour. 2. And 

he had a son, whose name was Saul, a young man and a goodly : and 
there was not among the children of Israel a goodlier person that he : from his shoulders and 
upward he was higher than any of the people. 3. And the asses of Kish Saul's father were 
lost. And Kish said to Saul, his son, Take now one of the servants with thee, and arise, go 
seek the asses. 4. And he passed through the hill country of Ephraim, and passed through the 
land of Shalishah, but they found them not : then they passed through the land of Shaalim, and 
there they were not: and he passed through the land of the Benjamites, but they found them 
not.

Then said Saul to his servant, But, be- 
hold, if we go, what shall we bring the man ? for the bread is spent in our vessels, and there is 
not a present to bring to the man of God : what have we ? 8. And the servant answered Saul 
again, and said, Behold, I have in my hand the fourth part of a shekel of silver : that will I 
give to the man of God, to tell us our way. 9. (Beforetime in Israel, when a man went to 
inquire of God, thus he said, Come, and let us go to the seer: for he that is now called a 
Prophet was beforetime called a Seer.) 10. Then said Saul to his servant, Well said; 
come, let us go. So they went unto the city where the man of God was. 11. As they went 
up the ascent to the city, they found young maidens going out to draw water, and said unto 
them, Is the seer here? 12. And they answered them, and said, He is; behold, he is be- 
fore thee : make haste now, for he is come to-day into the city ; for the people have a sacri- 
fice to-day in the high place: 13. as soon as ye be come into the city, ye shall straightway find 
him, before he go up to the high place to eat : for the people will not eat until he come, because 
he doth bless the sacrifice ; and afterwards they eat that be bidden. Now therefore get your 
up; for at this time ye shall find him. 14. And they went up to the city; and as they came 
within the city, behold, Samuel came out against them, for to go up to the high place. 

15. Now the Lord had revealed unto Samuel a day before Saul came, 

Anointed to saying, 16. To-morrow about this time I will send thee a man out of 

Be Prince the land of Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint him to be prince over 

my people Israel, and he shall save my people out of the hand of the 
Philistines : for I have looked upon my people, because their cry is come unto me. 17. And when 
Samuel saw Saul, the Lord said unto him, Behold, the man of whom I spake to thee ! this same 
shall have authority over my people. 18. Then Saul drew near to Samuel in the gate, and said, 
Tell me, I pray thee, where the seer's house is. 19. And Samuel answered Saul, and said, I 
am the seer ; go up before me unto the high place, for ye shall eat with me to-day : and in the 
morning I will let thee go, and will tell thee all that is within thine heart. 20. And as for thine 
asses that were lost three days ago, set not thy mind on them ; for they are found. And for 
whom is all that is desirable in Israel? Is it not for thee, and for all thy father's house? 
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Ji. And Saul answered and said, Am not I a Benjamite, of the smallest of the tribes of 
Israel? and my family the least of all the families of the tribe of Benjamin? wherefore then 
speakest thou to me after this manner? 22. And Samuel took Saul and his servant, and 
brought them into the guest chamber, and made them sit in the chiefest place among them 
that were bidden, which were about thirty persons. 23. And Samuel said unto the cook, 
Bring me the portion which I gave thee, of which I said unto thee, Set it by thee. 24. 
And the cook took up the thigh, and that which was upon it, and set it before Saul. 
And Samuel said, Behold that which has been reserved! set it before thee and eat; because 
unto the appointed time hath it been kept for thee, for I said, I have invited the people. 
So Saul did eat with Samuel that day. 25. And when they were come down from the high 
place into the city, he communed with Saul upon the housetop. 26. And they arose early: 
and it came to pass about the spring of the day, that Samuel called to Saul on the house- 
top, saying, Up, that I may send thee away. And Saul arose, and they went out both of 
them, he and Samuel, abroad. 27. As they were going down at the end of the city, Samuel 
said to Saul, Bid the servant pass on before us, (and he passed on) but stand thou still 
at this time, that I may cause thee to hear the word of God. 

I Sam. 10:1 * Then Samuel took the vial of oil, and poured it upon his head, and kissed 
him, and said, Is it not that the Lord hath anointed thee to be prince over his inheritance? 
3. When thou art departed from -me to-day, then thou shalt find two men by Rachel's 
sepulchre, in the border of Benjamin at Zelzah; and they will say unto thee, The asses 
which thou wentest to seek are found: and, 1o, thy father hath left the care of the asses, 
and taketh thought for you, saying, what shall I do for my son? 3. Then shalt thou go on 
forward from thence, and thou shalt come to the oak of Tabor, and there shall meet thee 
there three men going up to God to Bethel, one carrying three kids, and another carrying 
three loaves of bread, and another carrying a bottle of wine. 4. And they will salute thee, 
and give thee two loaves of bread; which thou shalt receive of their hand. 5. After that 
thou shalt come to the hill of God, where is the garrison of the Philistines: and it shall 
come to pass, when thou art come thither to the city, that thou shalt meet a band of 
prophets coming down from the high place with a psaltery, and a timbrel, and a pipe, and 
a harp, before them; and they shall be prophesying. 6. And the spirit of the Lord will 
come mightily upon thee, and thou shalt prophesy with them, and shalt be turned into 
another man. 7. And let it be, when these signs are come unto thee, that thou do as oc- 
casion serve thee; for God is with thee. 8. And thou shalt go down before me to Gilgal; 
and, behold, I will come down unto thee, to offer burnt offerings, and to sacrifice sacrifices 
of peace offerings: seven days shalt thou tarry, till I come unto thee, and shew thee what 
thou shalt do. 9. And it was so, that when he had turned his back to go from Samuel, 
God gave him another heart: and all those signs came to pass that day.

But concerning the matter of the 
kingdom, whereof Samuel spake, he told him not. 

17.* And Samuel called the people together unto the Lord toMizpah; 

Elected King at 18. and he said unto the children of Israel, Thus saith the Lord, the 

National Assembly God of Israel, I brought up Israel out of Egypt, and I delivered you

SECTION II 
Saul's Double Disobedience 

I Sam. 13:1. Saul was (thirty) * years old when he began to reign; and he reigned two 
years over Israel. 2. And Saul chose him three thousand men of Israel; whereof two 
thousand were with Saul in Michmash and in the mount of Bethel, and a thousand were 
with Jonathan in Gibeah of Benjamin: and the rest of the people he sent every man to his 
tent. 3. And Jonathan smote the garrison of the Philistines that was in Geba, and the 
Philistines heard of it. And Saul blew the trumpet throughout all the land, saying, Let the 
Hebrews hear. 4. And all Israel heard say that Saul had smitten the garrison of the 
Philistines, and that Israel also was had in abomination with the Philistines. And 
the people were gathered together after Saul to Gilgal. 5. And the Philistines as- 
sembled themselves together to fight with Israel, thirty thousand chariots, and six 
thousand horsemen, and people as the sand which is on the seashore in multitude: and 
they came up, and pitched in Michmash, eastward of Beth-aven. 6. When the men of 
Israel saw that they were in a strait, (for the people were distressed,) then the people did 
hide themselves in caves, and in thickets, and in rocks, and in holds, and in pits. 7. Now 
some of the Hebrews had gone over Jordan to the land of Gad and Gilead; but as for Saul, 
he was yet in Gilgal, and all the people followed him trembling. 

1 8. And he tarried seven days, according to the set time that Sam- 
Saul Offers the ue * na( * appointed: but Samuel came not to Gilgal; and the people 
Burnt Offering were scattered from him. 9. And Saul said, Bring hither the burnt 
offering to me, and the peace offerings. And he offered the burnt 
offering. 10. And it came to pass that, as soon as he had made an end of offering the burnt 
offering, behold, Samuel came; and Saul went out to meet him, that he might salute him. 
11. And Samuel said, What hast thou done? And Saul said, Because I saw that the people 
were scattered from me, and that thou earnest not within the days appointed, and that the 
Philistines assembled themselves together at Michmash; 12. therefore said I, Now will the 
Philistines come down upon me to Gilgal, and I have not intreated the favour of the Lord: 
I forced myself, therefore, and offered the burnt offering. 13. And Samuel said to Saul. 
Thou hast done foolishly: thou hast not kept the commandment of the Lord thy God, 
which he commanded thee: for now would the Lord have established thy kingdom upon

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Israel for ever. 14. But now thy kingdom shall not continue: the 

Sentence for Lord hath sought him a man after his own heart, and the Lord hath 

First Disobedience appointed him to be prince over his people, because thou hast not 

kept that which the Lord commanded thee. 15. And Samuel arose, 
and gat him up from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Benjamin. And Saul numbered the people 
that were present with him, about six hundred men. 16. And Saul, and Jonathan his 
son, and the people that were present with them, abode in Geba of Benjamin: but the 
Philistines encamped in Michmash. 17. And the spoilers came out of the camp of the 
Philistines in three companies: one company turned unto the way that leadeth to Ophrah, 
unto the land of Shual: 18. and another company turned the way to Beth-horon: and 
another company turned the way of the border that looketh down upon the valley of 
Zeboim toward the wilderness.

Jonathan's said unto the young man that bare his armour, Come and let us

he told not his father. 2. And Saul abode in the uttermost part of 
Gibeah under the pomegranate tree which is in Migron: and the people that were with 
him were about six hundred men: 3. and Ahijah, the son of Ahitub, Ichabod's brother, the 
son of Phinehas, the son of Eli, the priest of the Lord in Shiloh, wearing an ephod. And 
the people knew not that Jonathan was gone. 4. And between the passes, by which Jona- 
than sought to go over unto the Philistines' garrison, there was a rocky crag on the one side, 
and a rocky crag on the other side: and the name of the one was Bozez, and the name of 
the other Seneh. 5. The one crag rose up on the north in front of Michmash, and the other 
on the south in front of Geba. 6. And Jonathan said to the young man that bare his 
armour. Come and let us go over unto the garrison of these uncircumcised: it may be that 
the Lord will work for us: for there is no restraint to the Lord to save by many or by few. 
7. And his armourbearer said unto him, Do all that is in thine heart: turn thee, behold 
I am with thee according to thy heart. 8. Then said Jonathan, Behold, we will pass 
over unto the men, and we will discover ourselves unto them. 9. If they say thus 
unto us, Tarry until we come to you; then we will stand still in our place, and will not 
go up unto them. 10. But if they say thus, Come up unto us; then we will go up: for the 
Lord hath delivered them into our hand: and this sball be a sign unto us. 11. And both of 
them discovered themselves unto the garrison of the Philistines: and the Philistines said, be- 
hold, the Hebrews come forth out of the holes where they had hid themselves. And the 
men of the garrison answered Jonathan and his armourbearer, and said. Come up to us, 
and we will shew you a thing. And Jonathan said unto his armourbearer, Come up after 
me: for the Lord hath delivered them into the hand of Israel. 13. And Jonathan climbed 
up upon his hands and upon his feet, and his armourbearer after him: and they fell before 
Jonathan; and his armourbearer slew them after him. 14. And that first slaughter, which 
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Jonathan and his armourbearer made, was about twenty men, within as it were half a 
furrows length in an acre of land.

And Saul said, Disperse 
yourselves among the people, and say unto them, Bring me hither every man his ox, and 
every man his sheep, and slay them here, and eat; and sin not against the Lord in eating 
with the blood. And all the people brought every man his ox with him that night, and slew 
them there.

39. For as the Lord liveth, which saveth Israel, though it be in Jonathan my son, he shall 
surely die. But there was not a man among all the people that answered him. 40. Then 
said he unto all Israel, Be ye on one side, and I and Jonathan my son will be on the other side. 
And the people said unto Saul, Do what seemeth good unto thee. 41. Therefore Saul said 
unto the Lord, the God of Israel, Shew the right. And Jonathan and Saul were taken by lot: 
but the people escaped. 42. And Saul said, Cast lots between me and Jonathan my son. 
And Jonathan was taken. 43. Then Saul said to Jonathan, Tell me what thou hast done. 
And Jonathan told him, and said, I did certainly taste a little honey with the end of the 
rod that was in mine hand; and, lo, I must die.

saith the Lord of hosts, I have marked that which Amalek did to 
Israel, how he set himself against him in the way, when he came up out of Egypt. 3. Now 
go and smite Amalek, and utterly destroy all that they have, and spare them not; but slay 
both man and woman, infant and suckling, ox and sheep, camel and ass. 4. And Saul sum- 
moned the people, and numbered them in Telaim, two hundred thousand footmen, and ten 
thousand men of Judah. 5. And Saul came to the city of Amalek, and laid wait in the valley. 
6. And Saul said unto the Kenites, Go, depart, get you down from among the Amalekites, 
lest I destroy you with them: for ye shewed kindness to all the children of Israel, when they 
came up out of Egypt.

And Samuel said unto 
Saul, I will not return with thee: for thou hast rejected the word of the Lord, and the Lord 
hath rejected thee from being king over Israel. 27. And as Samuel turned about to go away, 
he laid hold upon the skirt of his robe, and it rent. 28. And Samuel said unto him. The Lord 
hath rent the kingdom of Israel from thee this day, and hath given it to a neighbour of thine, 
that is better than thou. 29. And also the Strength of Israel will not lie nor repent: for he is 
not a man that he should repent. 30. Then he said. I have sinned: yet honour me now, I pray

Then Jonathan and David made a covenant, because he loved him as his own 
soul. 4. And Jonathan stripped himself of the robe that was upon him, and grave it to 
David, and his apparel, even to his sword, and to his bow, and to his girdle. 5. And David 
.went out whithersoever Saul sent him, and behaved himself wisely: and Saul set him over 
the men of war, and it was good in the sight of all the people, and also in the sight of Saul's 
servants.)

upon him, but let the hand of the Philistines be upon him. 18. And 
David said unto Saul, Who am I, and what is my life, or my father's family in Israel, that 
I should be son in law to the king? 19. But it came to pass at the time when Merab Saul's 
daughter should have been given to David, that she was given unto Adriel the Meholathite 
to wife.) 20. And Michal Saul's daughter loved David: and they told Saul, and the thing 
pleased him. 21. (And Saul said, I will give him her, that she may be a snare to him, and 
that the hand of the Philistine may be against him. Wherefore Saul said to David, Thou 
shalt this day be my son in law a second time.) 22. And Saul commanded his servants, 
saying, Commune with David secretly, and say, Behold the king hath delight in thee, and 
all his servants love thee: now therefore be the king's son in law. 23. And Saul's servants 
spake these words in the ears of David.

And it 
shall come to pass, when the Lord shall have done to my lord according to all the good 
that he hath spoken concerning thee, and shall have appointed thee prince over Israel; 31. 
that this shall be no grief unto thee, nor offence of heart unto my lord, either that thou hast 
shed blood causeless, or that my lord hath avenged himself: and when the Lord shall have 
dealt well with my lord, then remember thine handmaid. 32. And David said to Abigail, 
Blessed be the Lord, the God of Israel, which sent thee this day to meet me: 33. and blessed 
be thy wisdom, and blessed be thou, which hast kept me this day from bloodguiltiness, and 
from avenging myself with mine own hand. 34. For in very deed, as the Lord, the God 
of Israel, liveth, which hath withholden me from hurting thee, except that thou hadst hasted 
and come to meet me, surely there had not been left unto Nabal by the morning light so much 
as one man child. 35. So David received of her hand that which she had brought him: and* 
he said unto her, Go up in peace to thine house; see, I have hearkened to thy voice, and 
have accepted thy person. 36. And Abigail came to Nabal; and, behold, he held a feast in 
his house, like the feast of a king; and Nabal's heart was merry within him, for he was very 
drunken: wherefore she told him nothing, less or more, until the morning light. 37. And 
it came to pass in the morning, when the wine was gone out of Nabal, that his wife told him 
these things, and his heart died within him, and he became as a stone. 38. And it came to 
pass about ten days after, that the Lord smote Nabal, that he died. 39. And when David 
heard that Nabal was dead, he said, Blessed be the Lord, that hath pleaded the cause of my 
reproach from the hand of Nabal, and hath kept back his servant from evil: and the evil- 
doing of Nabal hath the Lord returned upon his own head. And David sent and spake 
concerning Abigail, to take her to him to wife. 40. And when the servants of David were 
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come to Abigail to Carmel, they spake unto her, saying, David hath sent us unto thee, to 
take thee to him to wife. 41. And she arose, and bowed herself with her face to the earth, 
and said, Behold, thine handmaid is a servant to wash the feet of the servants of my lord. 
42. And Abigail hasted, and arose, and rode upon an ass, with five damsels of hers that 
followed her: and she went after the messengers of David, and became his wife. 43. David 
also took Ahinoam of Jezreel, and they became both of them his wives. 44. Now Saul had 
given Michal his daughter, David's wife, to Palti the son of Laish, which was of Gallim. 

I Sam. 26:1.* And the Ziphites came unto Saul to Gibeah, saying. 

Second Betrayal by Doth not David hide himself in the hill of Hachilah, which is before 

the Ziphites the desert? 2. Then Saul arose, and went down to the wilderness of 

Ziph, having three thousand chosen men of Israel with him, to seek 
David in the wilderness of Ziph. 3. And Saul pitched in the hill of Hachilah, which is before 
the desert, by the way. But David abode in the wilderness, and he saw that Saul came after 
him into the wilderness. 4. David therefore sent out spies, and understood that Saul was come 
of a certainty. 5. And David arose, and came to the place where Saul had pitched: and David 
beheld the place where Saul lay, and Abner the son of Ner, the captain of the host : and Saul 
lay within the place of the wagons, and the people pitched round about him. 6. Then answered 
David and said to Ahimelech the Hittite and to Abishai the son of Zcruiah, brother to Joab, 
saying, Who will go down with me to Saul to the camp? And Abishai said, I will go down 
with thee. 7. So David and Abishai came to the people by night: and, behold, Saul lay sleep- 
ing within the place of the wagons, with his spear stuck in the ground at his head : and Abner 
and the people lay round about him. 8. Then said Abishai to David, God hath delivered up 
thine enemy into thine hand this day: now therefore let me smite him, I pray thee, with the 
spear to the earth at one stroke, and I will not smite him the second time. 

♦9. And David said to Abishai, Destroy him not: for who can put 

Second Sparing of forth his hand against the Lord's anointed, and be guiltless? 10. And 

Saul's Life David said. As the Lord liveth, the Lord shall smite him ; or his day 

shall come to die; or he shall go down into battle, and perish. 11. 
The Lord forbid that I should put forth mine against the Lord's anointed : but now take, I 
pray thee, the spear that is at his head, and the cruse of water, and let us go. 12. So David 
took the spear and the cruse of water from Saul's head ; and they gat them away, and no man 
saw it, nor knew it, neither did any awake : for they were all asleep ; because a deep sleep from 
the Lord was fallen upon them. 13. Then David went over to the other side, and stood on the 
top of the mountain afar off; a great space being between them: 14. and David cried to the peo- 
ple, and to Abner the son of Ner, saying, Answerest thou not Abner ? Then Abner answered 
and said, Who art thou that criest to the king? 15. And David said to Abner, Art not thou a 
valiant man? and who is like to thee in Israel? wherefore then hast thou not kept watch over 
thy lord the king? for there came one of the people in to destroy the king thy lord. 16. This 
thing is not good that thou hast done. As the Lord liveth, ye are worthy to die, because yc 
have not kept watch over your lord, the Lord's anointed. And now, see, where the king's 
spear is, and the cruse of water that was at his head. 17. And Saul knew David's voice, and 
said, Is this thy voice, my son David? And David said, It is my voice, my lord, O king. 18. 
And he said, Wherefore doth my lord pursue after his servant? for what have I done? or 
what evil is in mine hand? 19. Now therefore, I pray thee, let my lord the king hear the

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words of his servant If it be the Lord that hath stirred thee up against me, let him accept 
an offering: but if it be the children of men, cursed be they before the Lord; for they have 
driven me out this day that I should not cleave unto the inheritance of the Lord, saying, 
Go serve other gods. 20. Now therefore, let not my blood fall to the earth away from the 
presence of the Lord: for the king of Israel is come out to seek a flea, as when one doth hunt 
a partridge in the mountains. 21. Then said Saul, I have sinned: return, my son David: for 
I will no more do thee harm, because my life was precious in thine eyes this day: behold, 
I have played the fool, and have erred exceedingly. 22. And David answered and said, Be- 
hold the spear, O king! let then one of the young men come over and fetch it. 23. And the 
Lord shall render to every man his righteousness and his faithfulness: forasmuch as the 
Lord delivered thee into my hand to-day, and I would not put forth mine hand against the 
Lord's anointed. 24. And, behold, as thy life was much set by this day in mine eyes, so let 
my life be much set by in the eyes of the Lord, and let him deliver me out of all tribulation. 
25. Then Saul said to David, Blessed be thou, my son David: thou shalt both do mightily, 
and shalt surely prevail. So David went his way, and Saul returned to his place.

I Sam. 27:1. And David said in his heart, I shall now perish one day 
Second Flight Unto by the hand of Saul: there is nothing better for me than that I 

Achish at Gath should* escape into the land of the Philistines ; and Saul shall despair 

of me, to seek me any more in all the borders of Israel: so shall I 
escape out of his hand. 2. And David arose, and passed over, he and the six hundred men that 
were with him, unto Achish the son of Maoch, king of Gath. 3. And David dwelt with Achish 
at Gath, he and his men, every man with his household, even David with his two wives, 
Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail the Carmelitess, Nabal's wife. 4. And it was told Saul 
that David was fled to Gath: and he sought no more again for him. 5. And David said unto 
Achish, If now I have found grace in thine eyes, let them give me a place in one of the cities 
in the country, that I may dwell there : for why should thy servant dwell in the royal city with 
thee? 6. Then Achish gave him Ziklag that day: wherefore Ziklag pertaineth unto the kings 
of Judah unto this day. 7. And the number of the days that David dwelt in the country of 
the Philistines was a full year and four months. 8. And David and his men went up, and made 
a raid upon the Geshurites, and the Girzites, and the Amalekites : for those nations were the 
inhabitants of the land, which were of old, as thou goest to Shur, even unto the land of Egypt. 
9. And David smote the land, and saved neither man nor woman alive, and took away the 
sheep, and the oxen, and the asses, and the camels, and the apparel ; and he returned and came 
to Achish. 10. And Achish said, Whither have ye made a raid to-day? And David said, 
Against the South of Judah, and against the South of the Jerahmeelites, and against the South 
of the Kenites. 11. And David saved neither man nor woman alive, to bring them to Gath, 
saying. Lest they should tell on us, saying, So did David, and so hath been his manner all the 
while he hath dwelt in the country of the Philistines. 12. And Achish believed David, saying, 
He hath made his people Israel utterly to abhor him ; therefore he shall be my servant forever. 
I Chron. 12:1. Now these are they that came to David to Ziklag, while he yet kept himself 
close because of Saul the son of Kish : and they were among the mighty men, his helpers in 
war. 2. They were armed with bows, and they could use both the right hand and the left in 
slinging stones and in shooting arrows from the bow; they were of Saul's brethren of Benja- 
min. 3. The chief was Ahiezer, then Joash, the sons of Shemaah the Gibeathite; and Jeziel, 
and Pelet, the sons of Azmaveth; and Beracah, and Jehu the Anathothite; 4. and Ishmaiah the 
Gibeonite, a mighty man among the thirty, and over the thirty ; and Jeremiah, and Jehaziel, and 
Johanan, and Jozabad the Gcderathite; 5. Eluzai and Jerimoth, and Bealiah, and Shemariah, 
and Shephatiah the Haruphite; 6. Elkanah, and Isshiah, and Azarel, and Joezer, and 
Jashobeam, the Korahites; 7. and Joelah, and Zebediah, the sons of Jeroham of Gedor. 

I Sam. 28:1. And it came to pass in those days, that the Philistines 

Confidence In and gathered their hosts together for warfare, to fight with Israel. And 

Suspicion Of David Achish said unto David, Know thou assuredly, that thou shalt go out 

with me in the host, thou and thy men. 2. And David said to Achish, 

Therefore shalt thou know what thy servant will do. And Achish said to David, Therefore 

will I make thee keeper of mine head forever. I Sam. 29:1. Now the Philistines gathered 

together all their hosts to Aphek : and the Israelites pitched by the fountain which is in Jezreel.

2. And the lords of the Philistines passed on by hundreds, and by thousands: and David and 
his men passed on in the rearward with Achish. 3. Then said the princes of the Philistines, 
What do these Hebrews here? And Achish said unto the princes of the Philistines, Is not 
this David, the servant of Saul the king of Israel, which hath been with me these days or these 
years, and I have found no fault in him since he fell away unto me unto this day? 4. But the 
princes of the Philistines were wroth with him ; and the princes of the Philistines said unto 
him, Make the man return, that he may go back to his place where thou hast appointed him, 
and let him not go down with us to battle, lest in the battle he become an adversary to us : for 
wherewith should this fellow reconcile himself unto his lord ? should it not be with the heads 
of these men? 5. Is not this David, of whom they sang one to another in dances, saying, 

Saul hath slain his thousands, 
And David his ten thousands ? 
6. Then Achish called David, and said unto him, As the Lord liveth, thou hast been upright, 
and thy going out and thy coming in with me in the host is good in my sight : for I have not 
found evil in thee since the day of thy coming unto me unto this day : nevertheless the lords 
favour thee not. 7. Wherefore now return, and go in peace, that thou displease not the lords 
of the Philistines. 8. And David said unto Achish, But what have I done? and what hast thou 
found in thy servant so long as I have been before thee unto this day, that I may not go and 
fight against the enemies of my lord the king? 9. And Achish answered and said to David I 
know that thou art good in my sight, as an angel of God : notwithstanding the princes of the 
Philistines have said, He shall not go up with us to the battle. 10. 'Wherefore now rise up 
early in the morning with the servants of thy lord that are come With thee : and as soon as ye 
be up early in the morning, and have light, depart. 11. So David rose up early, he and his men, 
to depart in the morning, to return into the land of the Philistines. And the Philistines went 
up to Jezreel. I Chron. 12:19. Of Manasseh also there fell away some to David, when he 
came with the Philistines against Saul to battle, but they helped them not: for the lords of the 
Philistines upon advisement sent him away, saying. He will fall away to his master Saul to the 
jeopardy of our heads. 20. As he went to Ziklag, there fell to him of Manasseh, Adnah, and 
Jozabad, and Jediael, and Michael, and Jozabad, and Elihu and Zillethai, captains of thousands 
that were of Manasseh. 21. And they helped David against the band of rovers: for they 
were all mighty men of valour, and were captains in the host. 22. For from day to day 
there came to David to help him. until it was a crreat host, like the host of God. 

I Sam. 30:1. And it came to pass, when David and his men were come 

Ziklag Smitten to Ziklag on the third day, that the Amalekites had made a raid upon 

and Burned the South, and upon Ziklag, and had smitten Ziklag, and burned it 

with fire; 2. and had taken captive the women and all that were 
therein, both small and great: they slew not any, but carried them off, and went their way. 

3. And when David and his men came to the city, behold, it was burned with fire; and their 
wives, and their sons, and their daughters, were taken captives. 4. Then David and the people 
that were with him lifted up their voice and wept, until they had no more power to weep. 5. 
And David's two wives were taken captive, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail the wife of 
Nabal the Carmelite. 6. And David was greatly distressed ; for the people spake of stoning him, 
because the soul of all the people was grieved, every man for his sons and for his daughters : 
but David strengthened himself in the Lord his God. 7. And David said toAbiathar the priest, 
the son of Ahimelech, I pray thee, bring me hither the ephod. And Abiathar brought thither 
the ephod to David. 8. And David inquired of the Lord, saying, If I pursue after this troop, 
shall I overtake them? And he answered him, Pursue: for thou shalt surely overtake them, 
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and shalt without fail recover all. 9. So David went, he and the six hundred men that were 
with him, and came to the brook Besor, where those that were left behind stayed. 10. But 
David pursued, he and four hundred men : for two hundred stayed behind, which were so 
faint that they could not go over the brook Besor: n. and they found an Egyptian in the field, 
and brought him to David, and gave him bread, and he did eat ; and they gave him water to 
drink: 12. and they gave him a piece of a cake of figs, and two clusters of raisins; and when 
he had eaten, his spirit came again to him : for he had eaten no bread, nor drunk any water, 
three days and three nights. 13. And David said unto him, To whom belongest thou? and 
whence art thou? And he said, I am a young man of Egypt, servant to an Amalckite; and 
my master left me, because three days agone I fell sick. 14. AVe made a raid upon the South 
of the Cherethitcs, and upon that which belongeth to Judah, and upon the South of Caleb, 
and we burned Ziklag with fire. 15. And David said, Wilt thou bring me down to this troop? 
And he said, Swear unto me by God, that thou wilt neither kill me, nor deliver me up into 
the hands of my master, and I will bring thee down to this troop. 16. And when he had 
brought him down, behold, they were spread abroad over all the ground, eating and drink- 
ing, and feasting, because of all the great spoil that they had taken out of the land of the 
Philistines, and out of the land of Judah. 

17. And David smote them from the twilight even unto the evening

and Recovery dred young men, which rode upon camels and fled. 18. And David 

recovered all that the Amalekites had taken : and David rescued his 
two wives. 19. And there was nothing lacking to them, neither small nor great, neither sons 
nor daughters, neither spoil, nor anything that they had taken to them : David brought back 
all. 20. And David took all the flocks and the herds, which they drave before those other cat- 
tle, and said, This is David's spoil. 21. And David came to the two hundred men, which were 
so faint that they could not follow David, whom also they had made to abide at the brook 
Besor : and they went forth to meet David, and to meet the people that were with him : and 
when David came near to the people, he saluted them. 22. Then answered all the wicked men 
and men of Belial, of those that went with David, and said, Because they went not with us, 
we will not give them aught of the spoil that we have recovered, save to every man his wife 
and his children, that they may lead them away and depart. 

23. Then said David, Ye shall not do so, my brethren, with that which

unto this day. 26. And when David came to Ziklag, he sent of the spoil unto the elders of 
Judah, even to his friends, saying, Behold a present for you of the spoil of the enemies of the 
Lord; 27. to them which were in Bethel, and to them which were in Ramoth of the South, and 
to them which were in Jattir, 28. and to them which were in Aroer, and to them which were in 
Siphmoth, and to them which were in Eshtemoa; 29. and to them which were in Racal,and to 
them which were in the cities of the Jerahmeelites, and to them which were in the cities of the 
Kenites; 30. and to them which were in Hormah, and to them which were in Cor-ashan, and 
to them which were in Athach; 31. and to them which were in Hebron, and to all the places 
where David himself and his men were wont to haunt.

The Fall of the House of Saul 

I Sam. 28:3. Now Samuel was dead, and all Israel had lamented him, and buried him 
in Ramah, even in his own city. And Saul had put away those that had familiar spirits, and 
the wizards, out of the land. 4. And the Philistines gathered themselves together, and came 
and pitched in Shunem: and Saul gathered all Israel together, and they pitched in Gilboa. 5. 
And when Saul saw the host of the Philistines, he was afraid, and his heart trembled greatly. 
6. And when Saul inquired of the Lord, the Lord answered him not, neither by dreams, nor 
by Urim, nor by prophets. 

7. Then said Saul unto his servants, Seek me a woman that hath a 
Saul Visits the familiar spirit, that I may go to her, and inquire of her. And his 

Witch of Endor servants said to him. Behold, there is a woman that hath a familiar 

spirit at Endor. 8. And Saul disguised himself, and put on other rai- 
ment, and went, he and two men with him, and they came to the woman by night : and he said, 
Divine unto me, I pray thee, by the familiar spirit, and bring me up whomsoever I shall name 
unto thee. 9. And the woman said unto him, Behold, thou knowest what Saul hath done, how 
he hath cut off those that have familiar spirits, and the wizards, out of the land : wherefore then 
layest a snare for my life to cause me to die? 10. and Saul sware to her by the Lord, saying, 
As the Lord liveth, there shall no punishment happen to thee for this thing. 11. Then said the 
woman, whom shall I bring up unto thee? And he said, bring me up Samuel. 12. And when 
the woman saw Samuel, she cried with a loud voice: and the woman spake to Saul, saying, 
Why hast thou deceived me? for thou art Saul. 13. And the king said unto her, Be not afraid: 
for what seest thou? And the woman said unto Saul, I see a god coming up out of the earth. 
14. And he said unto her, What form is he of? And she said, An old man cometh up: and he 
is covered with a robe. And Saul perceived that it was Samuel, and he bowed with his face 
to the ground, and did obeisance. 15. And Samuel said to Saul, Why hast thou disquieted me, 
to bring me up? And Saul answered, I am sore distressed; for the Philistines make war 
against me, and God is departed from me, and answereth me no more, neither by prophets, 
nor by dreams; therefore I have called thee, that thou mayest make known unto me what I 
shall do. 16. And Samuel said, Wherefore then dost thou ask of me, seeing the Lord is de- 
parted from thee, and is become thy adversary? 17. And the Lord hath wrought for himself, 
as he spake by me : and the Lord hath rent the kingdom out of thine hand, and given it to thy 
neighbour, even to David. 18. Because thou obeyedst not the voice of the Lord and didst not 
execute his fierce wrath upon Amelek, therefore hath the Lord done this thing unto thee this 
day. 19. Moreover the Lord will deliver Israel also with thee into the hands of the Philis- 
tines, and to-morrow shalt thou and thy sons be with me : the Lord shall deliver the host of 
Israel also into the hand of the Philistines. 20. Then Saul fell straightway his full length upon 
the earth, and was sore afraid, because of the words of Samuel : and there was no strength 
in him; for he had eaten no bread all the day, nor all the night. 21. And the woman came 
unto Saul, and saw that he was sore troubled, and said unto him, Behold, thine handmaid hath 
hearkened unto thy voice, and I have put my life in my hand and have hearkened unto thy 
words which thou spakest unto me. 22. Now therefore, I pray thee, hearken thou also unto 
the voice of thine handmaid, and let me set a morsel of bread before thee; and eat, that thou 
mayest have strength, when thou goest on thy way. 23. But he refused, and said, I will not 
eat But his servants, together with the woman, constrained him: and he hearkened unto their 
voice. So he arose from the earth, and sat upon the bed. 24. And the woman had a fatted 
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calf in the house: and she hasted, and killed it; and she took flour, and kneaded it, and did 
bake unleavened bread thereof, 25. and she brought it before Saul, and before his servants, 
and they did eat. Then they rose up, and went away that night. 

Now the Philistines fought against Israel, and the men of Israel fled 

Saul's Death on from before the Philistines, and fell down slain in mount Gilboa. 

Mount Gilboa And the Philistines followed hard upon Saul and upon his sons ; and 

the Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abinadab, and Melchi-shua, Saul's 
sons. And the battle went sore against Saul, and the archers overtook him ; and he was greatly 
distressed by reason of the archers. Then said Saul unto his armourbearer, Draw thy sword 
and thrust me through therewith ; lest these uncircumcised come and thrust me through and 
abuse me. But his armourbearer would not, for he was sore afraid. Therefore Saul took a 
sword and fell upon it. 

And when his armourbearer saw that Saul was dead, he fell likewise upon his sword, and 
died with him. So Saul died, and his three sons, and his armourbearer, and all his men, that 
same day together. And when the men of Israel that were upon the other side of the valley, 
and they that were beyond Jordan, saw that the men of Israel fled, and that Saul and his sons 
were dead, they forsook the cities, and fled ; and the Philistines came and dwelt in them. And 
it came to pass on the morrow, when the Philistines came to strip the slain, that they 
found Saul and his three sons fallen in mount Gilboa. And they stripped him, and took his 
head, and his armour, and sent into the land of the Philistines round about, to carry tidings 
unto the house of their idols, and to the people. And they put his armour in the house of the 
Ashtaroth, and they fastened his head in the house of Dagon, and his body to the wall of 
Bethshan. And when all Jabesh-gilead heard all that the Philistines had done to Saul, all the 
valiant men arose, and went all night, and took the body of Saul, and the bodies of his sons, 
and they came to Jabesh, and burnt them there and buried their bones under the tamerisk tree 
in Jabesh, and fasted seven days. So Saul died for his trespass which he committed against 
the Lord, because of the word of the Lord which he kept not ; and also for that he asked coun- 
sel of one that had a familiar spirit, to inquire thereby, and inquired not of the Lord : therefore 
he slew him, and turned the kingdom unto David the son of Jesse. II Sam. 1:1. And it came 
to pass after the death of Saul, when David was returned from the slaughter of the Amale- 
kites, and David had abode two days in Ziklag; 2. it came even to pass on the third day, that, 
behold, a man came out of the camp from Saul with his clothes rent, and earth upon his head ; 
and so it was, when he came to David that he fell to the earth, and did obeisance, 3. and 
David said unto him, From whence cometh thou? 

And he said unto him, Out of the camp of Israel am I escaped. 4. 

* s e * And David said unto him, How went the matter! I pray thee, tell 

C ?° * me. And he answered, The people are fled from the battle, and many 

of the people also are fallen and dead; and Saul and Jonathan, his 
son, are dead also. 5. And David said unto the young man that told him, How knowest thou 
that Saul and Jonathan, his son, be dead? 6. And the young man that told him said, As I hap- 
pened by chance on mount Gilboa, behold, Saul leaned upon his spear ; and, lo, the chariots and 
the horsemen followed hard after him. 7. And when he looked behind him, he saw me, and 
called unto me. And I answered, Here am I. 8. And he said unto me, Who are thou ? And 
I answered him, I am an Amalekite. 9. And he said unto me, Stand, I pray thee, beside me, 
and slay me, for anguish hath taken hold of me ; because my life is yet whole in me. 10. So 
I stood beside him and slew him because I was sure that he could not live after that he was

sent messengers unto the men of Jabesh-gilead, and said unto them, 
Blessed be ye of the Lord, that ye have showed this kindness unto your Lord, even unto Saul, 
and have buried him.

SECTION IX 
David Made King Over All Israel 

The Armed Men I Chron. 12:23. And these are the numbers of the heads of them that 
of the were armed for war, which came to David to Hebron, to turn the 

Twelve Tribes kingdom of Saul to him, according to the word of the Lord. 

24. The CHILDREN OF JUDAH that bare shield and spear were six thousand and eight 
hundred, armed for war. 

25. Of the CHILDREN OF SIMEON, mighty men of valour for the war, seven thousand 
and one hundred.

SECTION XIII 
Family Troubles 

II Sam. 13:1. And it came to pass after this, that Absalom the son 
of David had a fair sister, whose name was Tamar; and Amnon the 
son of David loved her. 2. And Amnon was so vexed that he fell 
sick because of his sister Tamar; for she was a virgin; and it 
seemed hard to Amnon to do anything unto her. 3. But Amnon had a friend, whose name 
was Jonadab, the son of Shimeah David's brother : and Jonadab was a very subtil man. 4. 
And he said unto him, Why, O son of the king, art thou thus lean from day to day? wilt 
thou not tell me? And Amnon said unto him, I love Tamar, my brother Absalom's 
sister. 5. And Jonadab said unto him, Lay thee down on thy bed, and feign thyself sick: 
and when thy father cometh to see thee say unto him, Let my sister Tamar come, I pray 
thee, and give me bread to eat, and dress the food in my sight, that I may see it, and eat 
at her hand. 6. So Amnon lay down, and feigned himself sick: and when the king was 
come to see him, Amnon said unto the king, Let my sister Tamar come, I pray thee, 
and make a couple of cakes in my sight, that I may eat at her hand. 7. Then David sent 
home to Tamar, saying, Go now to thy brother Amnon's house, and dress him food. 8. 
So Tamar went to her brother Amnon's house; and he was laid down. And she took 
dough, and kneaded it, and made cakes in his sight, and did bake the cakes. 9. And she . 
took the pan, and poured them out before him; but he refused to eat. And Amnon said, 
Have out all men from me. And they went out every man from him. 10. And Amnon said 
unto Tamar, Bring the food into the chamber, that I may eat of thine hand. And Tamar 
took the cakes which she had made, and brought them into the chamber to Amnon her 
brother. 11. And when she had brought them near unto him to eat, he took hold of her, 
and said unto her, Come lie with me my sister. 12. And she answered him, Nay, my 
brother, do not force me; for no such thing ought to be done in Israel: do not thou this 
folly. 13. And I, whither shall I carry my shame? and as for thee, thou shalt be as one of 
the fools in Israel.

And she said unto him, Not 
so, because this great wrong in putting me forth is worse than the other that thou didst unto 
me. But he would not hearken unto her. 17. Then he called his servant that ministered 
unto him, and said, Put now this woman out from me, and bolt the door after her. 18. 
And she had a garment of divers colours upon her; for with such robes were the king's 
daughters that were virgins apparelled. Then his servant brought her out, and bolted the 
door after her. 19. And Tamar put ashes on her head, and rent her garment of divers

as she went 20. And Absalom her brother said unto her, Hath Amnon thy brother been 
with thee? but now hold thy peace, my sister: he is thy brother; take not this thing to heart 
So Tamar remained desolate in her brother Absalom's house. 21. But when king David 
heard of all these things, he was very wroth. 22. And Absalom spake unto Amnon neither 
good nor bad: for Absalom hated Amnon, because he had forced his sister Tamar. 23. 

And it came to pass after two full years, that Absalom had sheep- 

Amnon Killed shearers in Baal-hazor, which is beside Ephraim: and Absalom 

by Absalom invited all the king's sons. 24. And Absalom came to the king, and 

said, Behold now, thy servant hath sheepshearers: let the king, I 
pray thee, and his servants go with thy servant. 25. And the king said to Absalom, Nay, 
my son, let us not all go, lest we be burdensome unto thee.

Absalom. 2. And Joab sent to Tekoa, and fetched thence a wise woman, and said unto her, 
I pray thee feign thyself to be a mourner, and put on mourning apparel, I pray thee, and 

anoint not thyself with oil, but be as a woman that had a long time 

Joab and the Wise mourned for the dead: 3. and go into the king, and speak on this

and he saw not the king's face. 29. Then Absalom sent for Joab, to send him to the king;

And with 
Absalom went two hundred men out of Jerusalem that were invited, and went in their 
simplicity; and they knew not any thing. 12. And Absalom sent for Ahithophel the Gilonite, 
David's counsellor, from his city, even from Giloh, while he offered the sacrifices. And the 
conspiracy was strong; for the people increased continually with Absalom. 13. And there

Whereas thou earnest but yesterday, should I this day make thee go up and 
down with us, seeing I go whither I may? return thou, and take back thy brethren; mercy 
and truth be with thee. 21. And Ittai answered the king, and said, As the Lord liveth, and 
as my lord the king liveth, surely in what place my lord the king shall be, whether for death 
or for life, even there also will thy servant be. 22. And David said to Ittai, Go and pass 
over. And Ittai the Gittite passed over, and all his men, and all the little ones that were 
with him. 23. And all the country wept with a loud voice, and all the people passed over: 
the king also himself passed over the brook Kidron, and all the people passed over, toward 
the way of the wilderness. 24. And, lo, Zadok also came, and all the Levites with him, 
bearing the ark of the covenant of God; and they set down the ark of God, and Abiathar 
went up, until all the people had done passing out of the city. 25. And the king said unto 
Zadok, Carry back the ark of God into the city: if I shall find favour in the eyes of the 
Lord, he will bring me again, and shew me both it, and his habitation: but if he say thus, I 
have no delight in thee; behold, here am I, let him do to me as seemeth good unto him. 

27. The king said also unto Zadok the priest, Art thou not a seer? return into the city in 
peace, and your two sons with thee, Ahimaaz thy son, and Jonathan the son of Abiathar. 

28. See, I will tarry at the fords of the wilderness, until there come word from you to certify 
me. 29. Zadok therefore and Abiathar carried the ark of God again to Jerusalem: and they 
abode there. 30. And David went up by the ascent of the mount of Olives and wept as 

he went up; and he had his head covered, and went barefoot: and 

David's Ascent of the all the people that were with him covered every man his head, 

Mount of Olives and they went up, weeping as they went up. 31. And one told 

David, saying, Ahithophel is among the conspirators with Absalom. 
And David said, O Lord, I pray thee, turn the counsel of Ahithophel into foolishness. 32. 
And it came to pass, that when David was come to the top of the ascent, where God was 
worshipped, behold, Hushai the Archite came to meet him with his coat rent, and earth upon 
his head: 33. and David said unto him, If thou passest on with me, then thou shalt be a 
burden unto me: but if thou return to the city, and say unto Absalom, I will be thy servant, 
O king; as I have been thy father's servant in time past, so will I now be thy servant: then 
shalt thou defeat for me the counsel of Ahithophel. 35. And hast thou not there with thee 
Zadok and Abiathar the priests? therefore it shall be, that what thing soever thou shalt hear 
out of the king's house, thou shalt tell it to Zadok and Abiathar the priests. 36. Behold, 
they have there with them their two sons, Ahimaaz Zadok' s son, and Jonathan Abiathar's 
son; and by them ye shall send unto me everything that ye shall hear. 37. So Hushai 
David's friend came into the city; and Absalom came into Jerusalem. 

II Sam. 16:1. And when David was a little past the top of the ascent, behold Ziba the 
servant of Mephibosheth met him, with a couple of asses saddled, and upon them two hundred 
loaves of bread, and an hundred clusters of raisins, and an hundred of summer fruits, and a 
bottle of wine. 2. And the king said unto Ziba, What meanest thou by these? And Ziba said, 
the asses be for the king's household to ride on, and the bread and summer fruit for the young 
men to eat; and the wine, that as such as be faint in the wilderness may drink. 3. And the 
king said. And where is thy master's son? And Ziba said unto the king, Behold, he abideth at 
Jerusalem: for he said, To-day shall the house of Israel restore me the kingdom of my 
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father. 4. Then said the king to Ziba, Behold, thine is all that pertaineth unto Mephibosheth. 
And Ziba said, I do obeisance; let me find favour in thy sight, my lord, O king. 5. And 
when king David came to Bahurim, behold, there came out thence a man of the family of the 
house of Saul, whose name was Shimei, the son of Gcra; he came out, and cursed still as 
he came. 6. And he cast stones at David, and at all the servants of king David: and all 
the people and all the mighty men were on his right hand and on his left. 7. And thus 
said Shimei when he cursed, Begone, begone, thou man of blood, and man of Belial: the 
Lord hath returned upon thee all the blood of the house of Saul, in whose stead thou hast 
reigned; and the Lord hath delivered the kingdom into the hand of Absalom thy son: and, 
behold, thou art taken in thine own mischief, because thou art a man of blood. 9. Then said 
Abishai the son of Zeruiah unto the king, Why should this dead dog curse my lord the king? 
let me go over, I pray thee, and take of! his head. 10. And the king said, What have I to 
do with you, ye sons of Zeruiah? Because he curseth, and because the Lord hath said unto 
him, Curse David; who then shall say, Wherefore hast thou done so? 11. And David said to 
Abishai, and to all his servants, Behold, my son, which came forth of my bowels, seeketh 
my life; how much more may this Benjamite now do it? let him alone, and let him curse; 
for the Lord hath bidden him. 12. It may be that the Lord will look on the wrong done 
unto me, and that the Lord will requite me good for his cursing of me this day. 13. So 
David and his men went by the way: and Shimei went along on the hillside over against him, 
and cursed as he went, and threw stones at him, and cast dust. 14. And the king, and all the 
people that were with him, came weary; and he refreshed himself there. 15. And Absalom, 

and all the people the men of Israel, came to Jerusalem, and 

The Rival Counsellors Ahithophel with him. 16. And it came to pass when Hushai the 

in Jerusalem Archite, David's friend, was come unto Absalom, that Hushai said 

unto Absalom, God save the king, God save the king. 17. And 
Absalom said to Hushai, Is this thy kindness to thy friends, why wentest thou not with thy 
friend? 18. And Hushai said unto Absalom, Nay; but whom the Lord, and this people, and 
all the men of Israel have chosen, his will I be, and with him will I abide. 19. And again, 
whom should I serve? should I not serve in the presence of his son? as I have served in thy 
father's presence, so will I be in thy presence. 20. Then said Absalom to Ahithophel, Give 
your counsel what we shall do. 21. And Ahithophel said unto Absalom, Go in unto thy 
father's concubines, which he hath left to keep the house; and all Israel shall hear that thou 
art abhorred of thy father; then shall the hands of all that are with thee be strong. 22. 
So they spread Absalom a tent upon the top of the house; and Absalom went in unto his 
father's concubines in the sight of all Israel. 23. And the counsel of Ahithophel, which he 
counselled in those days, was as if a man inquired at the oracle of God: so was all the 
counsel of Ahithophel both with David and with Absalom. 

II Sam. 17:1. Moreover Ahithophel said unto Absalom, Let me now choose out twelve 
thousand men, and I will arise and pursue after David this night: and I will come upon him 
while he is weary and weak handed, and will make him afraid: and all the people that are with 
him shall flee; and I will smite the king only: 3. and I will bring back all the people unto thee: 
the man whom thou seekest is as if all returned: so all the people shall be in peace. 4. And 
the saying pleased Absalom well, and all the elders of Israel. 5. Then said Absalom, Call 
now Hushai the Archite also, and let us hear likewise what he saith. 6. And when Hushai 
was come to Absalom, Absalom spake unto him, saying, Ahithophel hath spoken after this 
manner: shall we do after his saying? if not, speak thou. 7. And Hushai said unto Absalom, 
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the counsel that Ahithophel hath given this time is not good. 8. Hushai said moreover, 
Thou knowest thy father and his men, that they be mighty men, and they be chafed in thfcir 
minds, as a bear robbed of her whelps in the field: and thy father is a man of war, and will 
not lodge with the people. 9. Behold, he is hid now in some pit, or in some other place: and 
it will come to pass, when some of them be fallen at the first, that whosoever hearcth it will 
say, There is a slaughter among the people that follow Absalom. 10. And even he that is 
valiant, whose heart is as the heart of a lion, shall utterly melt: for all Israel knoweth that 
thy father is a mighty man, and they which be with him are valiant men. 11. But I counsel 
that all Israel be gathered together unto thee, from Dan even to Beer-sheba, as the sand that is 
by the sea for multitude; and that thou go to battle in thine own person. 12. So shall wc 
come upon him in some place where he shall be found, and we will light upon him as the dew 
falleth on the ground: and of him and of all the men that are with him we will not leave 
so much as one. 13. Moreover, if he be gotten into a city, then shall all Israel bring ropes 
to that city, and we will draw it into the river, until there be not one small stone found 
there. 14. And Absalom and all the men of Israel said, The counsel of Hushai is better 
than the counsel of Ahithophel. For the Lord had ordained to defeat the good counsel of 
Ahithophel, to the intent that the Lord might bring evil upon Absalom. 15. Then said 
Hushai unto Zadok and to Abiathar the priests, Thus and thus did Ahithophel counsel 
Absalom and the elders of Israel ; and thus and thus have I counselled. 16. Now therefore 
send quickly and tell David, saying, Lodge not this night at the fords of the wilderness, 
but in any wise pass over; lest the king be swallowed up, and all the people that are with 
him. 17. Now Jonathan and Ahimaaz stayed by Enrogel; and a maidservant used to go 
and tell them; and they went and told king David: for they might not be seen to come into 
the city. 18. But a lad saw them, and told Absalom: and they went both of them away 
quickly, and came to the house of a man in Bahurim, who had a well in his court; and they 
went down thither. 19. And the woman took and spread the covering over the well's 
mouth, and strewed bruised corn thereon; and nothing was known. 20. And Absalom's 
servants came to the woman to the house; and they said, Where are Ahimaaz and Jonathan? 
And the woman said unto them, They be gone over the brook of water. And when they 
had sought and could not find them, they returned to Jerusalem. 21. And it came to pass, 
after they were departed, that they came up out of the well, and went and told king David; 
and they said unto David, Arise yc, and pass quickly over the water: for thus hath 
Ahithopel counselled against you. 22. Then David arose, and all the people that were with 
him, and they passed over Jordan: by the morning light there lacked not one of them that 
was not gone over Jordan. 2$. And when Ahithophel saw that his counsel was not followed, 
he saddled his ass, and arose and gat him home, unto his city, and set his house in order, 
and hanged himself; and he died, and was buried in the sepulchre of his father. 

24. Then David came to Mahanaim. And Absalom passed over 

Jordan, he and all the men of Israel with him. 25. And Absalom 

Dana at JMananaim set ^ niasa over t h e nost i ns tead of Joab. Now Amasa was the son 

of a man, whose name was Ithra the Israelite, that went into Abigal 

the daughter of Nahash sister to Zeruiah Joab's mother. 26. And Israel and Absalom 

pitched in the land of Gilead. 27. And it came to pass, when David was come to Mahanaim, 

that Shobi the son of Nahash of Rabbah of the children of Ammon, and Machir the son of 

Ammiel of Lo-debar, and Barzillai the Gileadite of Rogelim, 28. brought beds, and basons, 

and earthen vessels, and wheat, and barley, and meal, and parched corn, and beans, and 
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lentils, and parched pulse, 29. and honey, and butter, and sheep, and cheese of kine, for 
David, and the people that were with him to eat: for they said, the people are hungry, and 
weary, and thirsty, in the wilderness. 

II Sam. 18:1. And David numbered the people that were with him, and set captains of 
thousands, and captains of hundreds over them. 2. And David sent forth the people, a third 
part under the hand of Joab, and a third part under the hand of Abishai the son of Zeruiah, 
Joab's brother, and a third part under the hand of Ittai the Gittite. And the king said 
unto the people, I will surely go forth with you myself also. 3. But the people said, Thou 
shalt not go forth: for if we flee away, they will not care for us; neither if half of us die, will 
they care for us: but thou art worth ten thousand of us: therefore now it is better 
that thou be ready to succour us out of the city. 4. And the king said unto them, what 
seemeth you best I will do. And the king stood by the gate side, and all the people 
went out by hundreds and by thousands. 5. And the king commanded Joab and 
Abishai and Ittai, saying, Deal gently for my sake with the young man, even with 
Absalom. And all the people heard when the king gave all the captains charge concerning 
Absalom. 6. So the people went out into the field against Israel: 
Defeat and Death and the battle was in the forest of Ephraim. 7. And the people of 
of Absalom Israel were smitten there before the servants of David, and there 

was a great slaughter there that day of twenty thousand men. For 
the battle was there spread over the face of all the country: and the forest devoured more 
people that day than the sword devoured. 9. And Absalom chanced to meet the servants 
of David. And Absalom rode upon his mule, and the mule went under the thick boughs 
of a great oak, and his head caught hold of the oak, and he was taken up between the 
heaven and the earth; and the mule that was under him went on. 10. And a certain man 
saw it, and told Joab, and said, Behold, I saw Absalom hanging in an oak. 11. And Joab 
said unto the man that told him, And behold, thou sawest it, and why didst thou' not smite 
him there to the ground? and I would have given thee ten pieces of silver and a girdle. 
12. And the man said unto Joab, Though I should receive a thousand pieces of silver in 
mine hand, yet would I not put forth mine hand against the king's son; for in our hearing 
the king charged thee and Abishai and Ittai, saying, Beware that none touch the young man 
Absalom. 13. Otherwise if I had dealt falsely against his life, (and there is no matter hid 
from the king) then thou thyself would have stood aloof. 14. Then said Joab, I may not 
tarry thus with thee. And he took three darts in his hand, and thrust them through the 
heart of Absalom, while he was yet alive in the midst of the oak. 15. And ten young men 
that bare Joab's armour compassed about and smote Absalom, and slew him. 16. And Joab 
blew the trumpet, and the people returned from pursuing after Israel: for Joab held back the 
people. 17. And they took Absalom, and cast him into the great pit in the forest, and raised 
over him a very great heap of stones: and all Israel fled every one to his tent. 18. Now 
Absalom in his lifetime had taken and reared up for himself the pillar, which is in the 
king's dale: for he said, I have no son to keep my name in remembrance: and he called 
the pillar after his own name: and it is called Absalom's monument unto this day. Then 
said Ahimaaz the son of Zadok Let me now run, and bear the king tidings, how that the 
Lord hath avenged him of his enemies. 20. And Joab said unto him, Thou shalt not be the 
bearer of tidings this day, but thou shalt bear tidings another day: but this day thou shalt 
bear no tidings, because the king's son is dead. 21. Then said Joab to the Cushite, Go tell 
the king what thou hast seen. And the Cushite bowed himself unto Joab, and ran. 22. 
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Then said Ahimaaz the son of Zadok yet again to Joab, But come what may, let me, I pray 
thee, also run after the Cushite. And Joab said, Wherefore wilt thou run, my son, seeing 
that thou wilt have no reward for the tidings? 23. But come what may, said he, I will 
run. And he said unto him, Run. Then Ahimaaz ran by the way of the Plain, and overran 
the Cushite. 24. Now David sat between the two gates: and the watchman went up to the 
roof of the gate unto the wall, and lifted up his eyes, and looked, and, behold, a man 
running alone. 25. And the watchman cried, and told the king. And the king said, If he 
m be alone, there is tidings in his mouth. And he came apace, and drew near. 26. And the 
watchman saw another man running: and the watchman called unto the porter, and said, 
Behold another man running alone. And the king said, He also bringeth tidings. 27. And 
the watchman said, Me thinketh the running of the foremost is like' the running of Ahimaaz 
the son of Zadok. And the king said, He is a good man, and cometh with good tidings. 
28. And Ahimaaz called, and said unto the king All is well. And he bowed himself before 
the king with his face to the earth, and said, Blessed be the Lord thy God, which hath de- 
livered up the men that lifted up their hand against my lord the king. 29. And the king 
said, Is it well with the young man Absalom? And Ahimaaz answered, When Joab sent the 
king's servant, even me thy servant, I saw a great tumult, but I knew not what it was. 30. 
And the king said, Turn aside, and stand here. And he turned aside, and stood still. 31. 
And behold, the Cushite came; and the Cushite said, Tidings for my lord the king: for the 
•Lord hath avenged thee this day of all them that rose up against thee. 32. And the king 
said Is it well with the young man Absalom? And the Cushite answered, The enemies of my 
lord the king, and all that rise up against thee to do thee hurt, be 
as that young man is. 33. And the king was much moved, and 
went up to the chamber over the gate, and wept: and as he went, 
thus he said, O my son Absalom, my son, my son, Absalom! would 
God I had died for thee, O Absalom, my son, my son. 

II Sam. 19:1. And it was told Joab, Behold the king weepeth and mourneth for Absalom. 
2. And the victory that day was turned into mourning unto all the people: for the people 
heard say that day, The king grieveth for his son. 3. And the people gat them by stealth that 
day into the city, as people that are ashamed steal away when they flee in battle. 4. And the 
king covered his face, and the king cried with a loud voice, O my son Absalom, O Absalom, 
my son, my sonl 5. And Joab came into the house to the king, and said, Thou hast shamed 
this day the faces of all thy servants, which this day have saved thy life, and the lives of thy 
sons and of thy daughters, and the lives of thy wives, and the lives of thy concubines; 6. in 
that thou lovest them that hate thee, and hatest them that love thee. For thou hast declared 
this day that princes and servants are nought unto thee: for this day I perceive, that if Ab- 
salom had lived, and all we had died this day, then it had pleased thee well. 7. Now therefore 
arise, go forth, and speak comfortably unto thy servants : for I swear by the Lord, if thou 
go not forth, there will not tarry a man with thee this night: and that will be worse unto thee 
than all the evil that hath befallen thee from thy youth until now. 8. Then the king arose, 
and sat in the grate. And they told unto all the people, saying, Behold, the king doth sit in 
the gate: and all the people came before the king. 
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Now Israel had fled every man to his tent. 9. And all the people 
were at strife throughout all the tribes of Israel, saying, The king 
delivered us out of the hand of our enemies, and he saved us out 
of the hand of the Philistines; and now he is fled out of the land 
from Absalom. 10. And Absalom, whom we anointed over us, is dead in battle. Now 
therefore why speak ye not a word of bringing the king back? 11. And king David sent to 
Zadok and to Abiathar the priests, saying, Speak unto the elders of Judah, saying, Why 
are ye the last to bring the king back to his house? seeing the speech of all Israel is come 
to the king, to bring him to his house. 12. Ye are my brethren, ye are my bone and my 
flesh: wherefore then are ye the last to bring back the king? 13. And say ye to Amasa, Art 
thou not my bone and my flesh? God do so to me, and more also, if thou be not captain 
of the host before me continually in the room of Joab. 14. And he bowed the heart of all 
the men of Judah, even as the heart of one man; so that they sent unto the king, saying, 
return thou, and all thy servants. 

15. So the king returned, and came to Jordan. And Judah came to 
Gilgal, to go to meet the king, to bring the king over Jordan. 16. 
And Shimei the son of Gera, the Benjamite, which was of Bahurim, 
hasted and came down with the men of Judah to meet king David. 
17. And there were a thousand men of Benjamin with him, and Ziba the servant of the 
house of Saul, and his fifteen sons and his twenty servants with him; and they went through 
Jordan in the presence of the king. 18. And there went over a ferry boat to bring over the 
king's household, and to do what he thought good. And Shimei the son of Gera fell down 
before the king when he was come over Jordan. 19. And he said unto the king, Let not my 
lord impute iniquity unto me, neither do thou remember that which thy servant did per- 
versely the day that my lord the king went out of Jerusalem, that the king should take it 
to his heart. 20. For thy servant doth know that I have sinned: therefore, behold, I am 
come this day the first of all the house of Joseph to go down to meet my lord the king. 21. 
But Abishai the son of Zeruiah answered and said, Shall not Shimei be put to death for this, 
because he cursed the Lord's anointed? 22. And David said, What have I to do with you, 
ye sons of Zeruiah, that ye should this day be adversaries unto me? shall there any man be 
put to death this day in Israel? for do not I know that I am this day king over Israel? 23. 
And the king said unto Shimei, Thou shalt not die. And the king sware unto him. 

24. And Mephibosheth the son of Saul came down to meet the 

Mephibosheth king; and he had neither dressed his feet, nor trimmed his beard, 

meets David nor washed his clothes, from the day the king departed until the 

day he came home in peace. 25. And it came to pass, when he was 

come to Jerusalem to meet the king that the king said unto him, Wherefore wentest thou not 

with me, Mephibosheth? 26. And he answered, My Lord, O king, my servant deceived me: 
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for thy servant said, I will saddle me an ass, that I may ride thereon, and go with the king; 

because thy servant is lame. 27. And he hath slandered thy servant unto my lord the king; 

but my lord the king is as an angel of God: do therefore what is good in thine eyes. 28. 

For all my father's house were but dead men before my lord the king: yet didst thou set thy 

servant among them that did eat at thine own table. What right therefore have I yet that 

I should cry any more unto the king? 29. And the king said unto him, Why speakest thou 

any more of thy matters? I say, Thou and Ziba divide the land. 30. And Mephibosheth 

said unto the king, Yea let him take all, forasmuch as my lord the king is come in peace 

unto his own house. 

31. And Barzillai the Gileadite came down from Rogelim; and he 

^ mmm m went over Jordan with the king, to conduct him over Jordan. 32. 

Barzillai s Welcome XT t> •« • j t 1 . - 

Now Barzillai was a very aged man, even fourscore years old: and 

he had provided the king with sustenance while he lay at Mahanaim ; 
for he was a very great man. 33. And the king said unto Barzillai, Come thou over with 
me, and I will sustain thee with me in Jerusalem. 34. And Barzillai said unto the king, 
How many are the days of the years of my life, that I should go up with the king unto 
Jerusalem? 35. I am this day fourscore years old: can I discern between good and bad? 
can thy servant taste what I eat or what I drink? can I hear any more the voice of singing 
men and singing women? wherefore then should thy servant be yet a burden unto my lord the 
king? 36. Thy servant would but just go over Jordan with the king: and why should the 
king recompense it me with such a reward? 37. Let thy servant, I pray thee, turn back 
again, that I may die in mine own city, by the grave of my father and my mother. But 
behold, thy servant Chimham; let him go over with my lord the king; and do to him what 
shall seem good unto thee. 38. And the king answered, Chimham shall go over with me, 
and I will do unto him that which shall seem good unto thee: and whatsoever thou shalt 
require of me, that will I do for thee. 39. And all the people went over Jordan, and the 
king went over: and the king kissed Barzillai, and blessed him and he returned unto his own 
place. 40. So the king went over to Gilgal, and Chimham went over with him: and all the 
people of Judah brought the king over, and also half the people of 
Israel. 41. And, behold, all the men of Israel came to the king, 
Israel Aggrieved and said untQ the king ^ Why have QUr b ret h ren t h e men of Judah 

stolen thee away, and brought the king, and his household over 
Jordan, and all David's men with him? And all the men of Judah answered the men of 
Israel, Because the king is near of kin to us: wherefore then be ye angry for this matter? 
have we eaten at all of the king's cost? or hath he given us any gift? 43. And the men of 
Israel answered the men of Judah, and said, We have ten parts in the king, and we have also 
more right in David than ye: why then did ye despise us, that our advice should not be 
first had in bringing back our king? And the words of the men of Judah were fiercer than 
the words of the men of Israel. 

II Sam. 20:1. And there happened to be there a man of Belial, 

whose name was Sheba, the son of Bichri. a Benjamite: and he

have we inheritance in the son of Jesse: every man to his tents, O 
Israel. So all the men of Israel went up from following David, and followed Sheba the son 
of Bichri: but the men of Judah clave unto their king, from Jordan even to Jerusalem. 3. 
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And David came to his house at Jerusalem; and the king took the ten women his concubines, 
whom he had left to keep the house, and put them in ward, and provided them with suste- 
nance, but went not in unto them. So they were shut up unto the day of their death, living 
in widowhood. 4. Then said the king to Amasa, Call me the men of Judah together within 
three days, and be thou here present. 5. So Amasa went to call the men of Judah together: 
but he tarried longer than the set time which he had appointed him. 6. And David said to 
Abishai, Now shall Sheba the son of Bichri do us more harm than did Absalom: take thou 
thy lord's servants, and pursue after him, lest he get him fenced cities, and escape out of our 
sight. 7. And there went out after him Joab's men, and the Cherethites and the Pelethites, 
and all the mighty men: and they went out of Jerusalem, to pursue after Sheba the son of 
Bichri. 8. When they were at the great stone which is in Gibeon, Amasa came to meet them. 

And Joab was girded with his apparel of war that he had put on, and 

A C| . thereon was a girdle with a sword fastened upon his loins in the 

asa S ain s heath thereof; and as he went forth it fell out. 9. And Joab 

said to Amasa. Is it well with thee, my brother? And Joab took 
Amasa by the beard with his right hand to kiss him. 10. But Amasa took no heed to the 
sword that was in Joab's hand: so he smote him therewith in the belly, and shed out his 
bowels to the ground, and struck him not again; and he died. And Joab and Abishai his 
brother pursued after Sheba the son of Bichri. 11. And there stood by him one of Joab's 
young men, and said, He that favoureth Joab, and he that is for David, let him follow Joab. 
12. And Amasa lay wallowing in his blood in the midst of the high way. And when the man 
saw that all the people stood still, he carried Amasa out of the high way into the field, and 
cast a garment over him, when he saw that every one that came by him stood still.

SECTION XV 
Final Arrangements for the Temple 

I Chron. 22:2. And David commanded to gather together the strangers that were in the 
land of Israel; and he set masons to hew wrought stones to build the house of God.

six thousand were officers and judges: 5. and four thousand were doorkeepers; and four 
thousand praised the Lord with the instruments which I made, said David, to praise there- 
with. 6. And David divided them into courses according to the sons of Levi; GERSHON, 
KOHATH, and MERARI. 7. Of the GERSHONITES; Ladan and Shimei. 8. The sons 
of Ladan; Jehiel the chief, and Zetham, and Joel, three. 9. The sons of Shimei; Shelometh, 
and Haziel, and Haran, three. These were the heads of the fathers' houses of Ladan. 10. 
And the sons of Shimei; Jahath, Zina, and Jeush, and Beraiah. These four were the sons 
of Shimei. 11. And Jahath was the chief, and Zizah the second: but Jeush and Beraiah 
had not many sons; therefore they became a fathers' house in one reckoning. 12. The 
sons of KOHATH; Amram, Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. 13. The sons of Amram; 
Aaron and Moses: and Aaron was separated, that he should sanctify the most holy things, 
he and his sons, for ever, to burn incense before the Lord, to minister unto him, and to 
bless in his name for ever. 14. But as for Moses the man of God, his sons were named 
among the tribe of Levi. 15. The sons of Moses; Gershom and Eliezer. 
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And of the rest of the sons of Levi: of the sons of Ger shorn; Shebuel the chief: of the 
sons of Shebuel, Jehdeiah. And the sons of Eliezer were, Rehabiah the chief. And 
Eliezer had none other sons: but the sons of Rehabiah were many, Isshiah the chief.

The brother 
of Micah, Isshiah; of the sons of Isshiah, Zechariah. The sons of MERARI: Mahli and 
Mushi; the sons of Jaaziah; Beno, and Shoham, and Zaccur, and Ibri. The sons of Mahli; 
Eleazar and Kish. And Eleazar died, and had no sons, but daughters only: and their 
brethren the sons of Kish, Jerameel, took them to wife. The sons of Mushi; Mahli, and 
Eder, and Jeremoth, three. These were the sons of Levi after their fathers' houses, even 
the heads of the fathers' houses of those that were counted, in the number of names by 
their polls, who did the work for the service of the house of the Lord from twenty years old 
and upward. These likewise cast lots even as their brethren the sons of Aaron in the 
presence of David the king, and Zadok, and Abimelech, and the heads of the fathers' 
houses of the priests and of the Levites; the fathers' houses of the chief even as those of his 
younger brother. I Chron. 23:25. For David said, The Lord, the God of Israel, hath 
given rest unto his people; and he dwelleth in Jerusalem for ever: 26. and also the Levites 
shall no more have need to carry the tabernacle and all the vessels of it for the service 
thereof. 27. For by the last words of David the sons of Levi were numbered, from twenty 
years old and upward. 28. For their office was to wait on the sons of Aaron for the 
service of the house of the Lord, in the courts, and in the chambers, and in the purifying 
of all holy things, even the work of the service of the house of God; 29. for the shewbread 
also, and for the fine flour for a meal offering, whether of unleavened wafers, or of that 
which is baked in the pan, or of that which is soaked, and for all manner of measure and 
size; 30. and to stand every morning to thank and praise the Lord, and likewise at even; 
31. and to offer all burnt offerings unto the Lord, in the sabbaths, in the new moons, and on 
the set feasts, in number according to the ordinance concerning them, continually before 
the Lord: 32. and that they should keep the charge of the tent of meeting, and the charge 
of the holy place, and the charge of the sons of Aaron their brethren, for the service of 
the house of the Lord.

SECTION XVI 
David's Last Words and Acts 

I Chron. 28:1. And David assembled all the princes of Israel, the 

Address to princes of the tribes, and the captains of the companies that served 

National Assembly the king by course, and the captains of thousands, and the captains 

of hundreds, and the rulers over all the substance and possessions 
of the king and his sons, with the officers, and the mighty men, even all the mighty men of 
valour, unto Jerusalem. 2. Then David the king stood up upon his feet, and said, Hear me, 
my brethren, and my people: as for me, it was in mine heart to build an house of rest for the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord, and for the footstool of our God; and I had made ready 
for the building. 3. But God said unto me, Thou shalt not build an house for my name, 
because thou art a man of war, and hast shed blood. 4. Howbeit the Lord, the God of 
Israel, chose me out of all the house of my father to be king over Israel for ever: for He 
hath chosen Judah to be prince; and in the house of Judah, the house of my father; and 
among the sons of my father he took pleasure in me to make me king over all Israel: 5. and 
of all my sons, (for the Lord hath given me many sons,) he hath chosen Solomon my son 
to sit upon the throne of the kingdom of the Lord over Israel. 6. And he said unto me, 
Solomon thy son, he shall build my house and my courts: for I have chosen him to be my 
son, and I will be his father. 7. And I will establish his kingdom for ever, if he be constant 
to do my commandments and my judgements, as at this day. 8. Now therefore, in the sight 
of all Israel, the congregation of the Lord, and in the audience of our God, observe and 
seek out all the commandments of the Lord your God; that ye may possess this good land, 
and leave it for an inheritance to your children after you for ever.

14. of gold by weight for the vessels of gold, for all vessels of every kind of service; of silver 
for all the vessels of silver by weight, for all vessels of every kind of service: 15. by weight 
also for the candlesticks of gold, and for the lamps thereof, of gold, by weight for every 
candlestick and for the lamps thereof: according to the use of every candlestick: 16. and the 
gold by weight for the tables of shewbread, for every table; and silver for the tables of 
silver: 17. and the fleshhooks, and the basons, and the cups, of pure gold: and for the golden 
bowls by weight for every bowl; and for the silver bowls by weight for every bowl: 18. and 
for the altar of incense refined gold by weight: and gold for the pattern of the chariot, even 
the cherubim, that spread out their wings, and covered the ark of the covenant of the Lord. 
19. All this, said David, have I been made to understand in writing from the hand of the 
Lord, even all the works of this pattern. 20. And David said to Solomon his son, Be 
strong and of good courage, and do it: fear not, nor be dismayed: for the Lord God, even 
my God, is with thee; he will not fail thee, nor forsake thee, until all the work for the 
service of the house of the Lord be finished. 21. And, behold, there are the courses of the 
priests and the Levites for all the service of the house of God: and there shall be with thee 
in all manner of work every willing man that hath skill, for any manner of service: also the 
captains and all the people will be wholly at thy commandment. 

I Chron. 29:1. And David the king said unto all the congregation, 

Address to Solomon my son, whom alone God hath chosen, is yet young and

withal: 5. of gold for the things of gold, and of silver for the things of silver, and for all 
manner of work to be made by the hand of artificers. Who then offereth willingly to con- 
secrate himself this day unto the Lord? 6. Then the princes of the fathers' houses, and the 
princes of the tribes of Israel, and the captains of thousands and of hundreds, with the 
rulers over the king's work, offered willingly: 7. and they gave for the service of the house 
of God of gold five thousand talents and ten thousand darics, and of silver ten thousand 
talents, and of brass eighteen thousand talents, and of iron a hundred thousand talents. 
8. And they with whom precious stones were found gave them to the treasure of the house 
of the Lord, under the hand of Jehiel the Gershonite. 9. Then the people rejoiced, for that 
they offered willingly, because with a perfect heart they offered willingly to the Lord: and 
David the king also rejoiced with great joy. 

10. Wherefore David blessed the Lord before all the congregation: 

Blesses, Thanks, and and David said, Blessed be thou, O Lord, the God of Israel our 

Praises the Lord father, for ever and ever. 11. Thine, O Lord, is the greatness, and 

the power, and the glory, and the victory, and the majesty: for 
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all that is in the heaven and in the earth is thine; thine is the kingdom, O Lord, and thou 
art exalted as head above all. 12. Both riches and honour come of thee, and thou rulest 
over all; and in thine hand is power and might; and in thine hand it is to make great, and 
to give strength unto all. 13. Now therefore, our God, we thank thee, and praise thy 
glorious name. 14. But who am I, and what is my people, that we should be able to offer 
so willingly after this sort? for all things come of thee, and of thine own have we given 
thee. 15. For we are strangers before thee, and sojourners, as all our fathers were: our 
days on the earth are as a shadow, and there is no abiding. 16. O Lord our God, all this 
store that we have prepared to build thee an house for thine holy name cometh of thine 
hand, and is all thine own. 17. I know also, my God, that thou triest the heart, and hast 
pleasure in uprightness. As for me, in the uprightness of mine heart I have willingly 
offered all these things: and now have I seen with joy thy people, which are present here, 
to offer willingly unto thee. 18. O Lord, the God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of Israel, our 
fathers, keep this for ever in the imagination of the thoughts of the heart of thy people, 
and prepare their heart unto thee: 19. and give unto Solomon my son a perfect heart, to 
keep thy commandments, thy testimonies, and thy statutes, and to do all these things, and 
to build the palace, for the which I have made provision. 

20. And David said to all the congregation, Now bless the Lord

c ^f cs ** their fathers, and bowed down their heads, and worshipped the 

ccs Lord, and the king. 21. And they sacrificed sacrifices unto the 

Lord, and offered burnt offerings unto the Lord, on the morrow after that day, even a 

thousand bullocks, a thousand rams, and a thousand lambs, with their drink offerings, and 

sacrifices in abundance for all Israel; 22* and did eat and drink before the Lord on that day 

with great gladness.

SECTION XVII 
Solomon's Accession to the Throne 

Then Solomon sat on the throne of the Lord as king instead of David his father, and 
prospered; and all Israel obeyed him. And all the princes, and the mighty men, and all the 
sons likewise of king David, submitted themselves unto Solomon the king. 

And Solomon the son of David was strengthened in his kingdom, and the Lord his 
God was with him, and magnified him exceedingly in the sight of all Israel, and bestowed 
upon him such royal majesty as had not been on any king before him in Israel. 

I Kings 2:13. Then Adonijah the son of Haggith came to Bath- 
i> «- w d< u**a sheba the mother of Solomon. And she said, Comest thou peace- 

Past Wrongs Righted ab , y? And he said Peaccably I4 He said morc0 ver, I have 

somewhat to say unto thee. And she said, Say on. 15. And he 
said, Thou knowest that the kingdom was mine, and that all Israel set their faces on me, 
that I should reign: howbeit the kingdom is turned about, and is become my brother's: for 
it was his from the Lord. 16. And now I ask one petition of thee, deny me not And she 
said unto him, Say on. 17. And he said, Speak, I pray thee unto Solomon the king, (for 
he will not say thee nay,) that he give me Abishag the Shunamite to wife. 18. And Bath- 
sheba said, Well; I will speak for thee unto the king. 19. Bath-sheba therefore went unto 
king Solomon, to speak unto him for Adonijah. And the king rose up to meet her, and 
bowed himself unto her, and sat down on his throne, and caused a throne to be set for the 
king's mother; and she sat on his right hand. 20. Then she said, I ask one small petition of 
thee; deny me not. And the king said unto her, Ask on, my mother: for I will not deny 
thee. 21. And she said, Let Abishag the Shunamite be given to Adonijah thy brother to 
wife. 22. And king Solomon answered and said unto his mother, And why dost thou ask 
Abishag the Shunamite for Adonijah? ask for him the kingdom also; for he is mine elder 
brother; even for him, and for Abiathar the priest, and for Joab the son of Zeruiah. 23. 
Then king Solomon sware by the Lord, saying, God do so to me, and more also, if Adonijah 
have not spoken this word against his own life. 24. Now therefore, as the Lord liveth, who 
hath established me, and set me on the throne of David my father, and who hath made me 
an house, as he promised, surely Adonijah shall be put to death this day. 25. And king 
Solomon sent by the hand of Benaiah the son of Jehoiada; and he fell upon him that he died. 

26. And unto Abiathar the priest said the king, Get thee to 

Adonijah and Anathoth, unto thine own fields; for thou art worthy of death: but 

Abiathar I will not at this time put thee to death, because thou barest the ark 

of the Lord God before David my father and because thou wast 
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afflicted in all wherein my father was afflicted. 27. So Solomon thrust out Abiathar from 
being priest unto the Lord; that he might fulfill the word of the Lord which he spake con- 
cerning the house of * a Eli in Shiloh. 28. And the tidings came to Joab: for Joab had turned 
after Adonijah, though he turned not after Absalom. And Joab fled unto the Tent of the 

Lord, and caught hold on the horns of the altar. 29. And it was 

told king Solomon, Joab is fled unto the Tent of the Lord, and 
Joab • Death behold, he is by the altar. Then Solomon sent Benaiah the son 

of Jehoiada, saying, Go, fall upon him. 30. And Benaiah came to 
the Tent of the Lord, and said unto him, Thus saith the king, Come forth. And he said, 
Nay; but I will die here. And Benaiah brought the king word again, saying, Thus said 
Joab, and thus he answered me. 31. And the king said unto him, Do as he hath said, and 
fall upon him, and bury him; that thou mayest eat take away the blood, which Joab shed 
without cause, from me and from my father's house. 32. And the Lord shall return his 
blood upon his own head, because he fell upon two men more righteous and better than he, 
and slew them with the sword, and my father David knew it not, to wit, * b Abner the son 
of Ner, captain of the host of Israel, and * c Amasa the son of Jether, captain of the host of 
Judah. 33. So shall their blood return upon the head of Joab, and upon the head of his seed 
for ever : but unto David, and unto his seed, and unto his house, and unto his throne, shall 
there be peace for ever from the Lord. 34. Then Benaiah the son of Jehoiada went up, and 
fell upon him, and slew him ; and he was buried in his own house in the wilderness. 35. And 

the king put Benaiah the son of Jehoiada in his room over the 
Restriction host: and Zadok the priest did the king put in the room of Abiathar. 

of Shimei 36. And the king sent and called for * d Shimei, and said unto him, 

Build thee an house in Jerusalem, and dwell there, and go not forth 
thence any whither. 37. For on the day thou goest out, and passest over the brook 
Kidron, know thou for certain that thou shalt surely die : thy blood shall be upon thine own 
head. 38. And Shimei said unto the king, The saying is good: as my lord the king hath said, 
so will thy servant do. And Shimei dwelt in Jerusalem many days. 39. And it came to pass 
at the end of three years, that two of the servants of Shimei ran away unto Achish, son of 
Maacah, king of Gath. And they told Shimei, saying, Behold, thy servants be in Gath. 
40. And Shimei arose, and saddled his ass, and went to Gath to Achish, to seek his servants: 
and Shimei went, and brought his servants from Gath. 41. And it was told Solomon that 
Shimei had gone from Jerusalem to Gath, and was come again. 42. And the king sent and 
called for Shimei, and said unto him, Did I not make thee to swear by the Lord, and pro- 
tested unto thee, saying, Know for certain, that on the day thou goest out, and walkest 
abroad any whither, thou shalt surely die ? and thou saidst unto me, The saying that I have 
heard is good. 43. Why then hast thou not kept the oath of the Lord, and the commandment 
that I have charged thee with? 44. The king said moreover to Shimei, Thou knowest all the 
wickedness which thine heart is privy to, that thou didst to David my father: therefore 
the Lord shall return thy wickedness upon thine own head. 45. But king Solomon shall 

be blessed and the throne of David shall be established before the 

So the king commanded Benaiah the son of 

ea o S mel jehoiada; and he went out and fell upon him, that he died. And 

the kingdom was established in the hand of Solomon.

Ben-abibadab, in all the height of 
Dor; he had Taphath the daughter of Solomon to wife: 12. Baana the son of Ahilud, in 
Taanach and Megiddo, and all Bcth-shean which is beside Zarethan, beneath Jezreel, from 
Beth-shean to Abel-meholah, as far as beyond Jokmeam: 13. Ben-geber in Ramoth-gilead; 
to him pertained the towns of Jair the son of Manasseh, which are in Gilead; even to him 
pertained the region of Argob, which is in Bashan, threescore great cities with walls and 
brasen bars; 14. Ahinadab the son of Iddo, in Mahanaim: 15. Ahimaaz, in Naphtali; he also 
took Basemath the daughter of Solomon to wife : 16. Baana the son of Hushai, in Asher and 
Bealoth: 17. Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, in Issachar: 18. Shimei the son of Ela, in 
Benjamin: 19. Geber the son of Uri, in the land of Gilead, the country of Sihon king of the 
Amorites and of Og king of Bashan; and he was the only officer which was in the land. 20. 
Judah and Israel were many, as the sand which is by the sea in multitude, eating and drink- 
ing and making merry. 22. And Solomon's provision for one day was thirty measures of 
fine flour and threescore measures of meal; 23. ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen out of the 
pastures, and an hundred sheep, beside harts, and gazelles, and roebucks and fatted fowl. 
27. And those officers provided victual for king Solomon, and for all that came unto king 
Solomon's table, every man in his month: they let nothing be lacking. 28. Barley also and 
straw for the horses and swift steeds brought they unto the place where the officers were, 
every man according to his charge.. 

I Kings 3:1. And Solomon made affinity with Pharaoh king of 

Marries Egypt, and took Pharaoh's daughter, and brought her into the city 

Pharaoh's Daughter of David, until he had made an end of building his own house, and 

the house of the Lord, and the wall of Jerusalem round about. 2. 
Only the people sacrificed in the high places, because there was no house built for the 
name of the Lord until those days. 3. And Solomon loved the Lord, walking in the statutes 
of David his father: only he sacrificed and burnt incense in the high places. 

II Chron. 1:2. And Solomon spake unto all Israel, to the captains of thousands and 
of hundreds, and to the judges, and to every prince in all Israel the heads of the fathers 9 
houses. 
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So Solomon, and all the congregation with him, went to the high place that was at 
Gibeon to sacrifice there; for there was the tent of meeting with God, which Moses the 
servant of the Lord had made in the wilderness. But the ark of God had David brought up 
from Kiriath-jearim to the place that David had prepared for it: for he had pitched a tent 
for it at Jerusalem.

SECTION XVIII 
Building the Temple

fourth year of his reign. Now these are the foundations which Solomon laid for the 
building of the house of God. The length by cubits after the first measure was threescore 
cubits, and the breadth thereof twenty cubits, and the height thereof thirty cubits. And 
the porch before the temple of the house, twenty cubits was the length thereof, according 
to the breadth of the house, and ten cubits was the breadth thereof before the house, and 
the height an hundred and twenty: and he overlaid it with pure gold. I Kings 6:4. And 
for the house he made windows of fixed lattice work. 5. And against the wall of the house 
he built stories round about, against the walls of the house round about, both of the 
temple and of the oracle: and he made side chambers round about: 6. the nethermost story 
was five cubits broad, and the middle was six cubits broad, and the third was seven cubits 
broad: for on the outside he made rebatements in the wall of the house round about, 
that the beams should not have hold in the walls of the house. 7- And the house 
when it was in building, was built of stone made ready at the quarry: and there was neither 
hammer nor axe nor any tool of iron heard in the house, while it was in building. 8. The 
door for the middle side-chambers was in the fight side of the house: and they went up by 
winding stairs into the middle chambers, and out of the middle into the third. 9. So he 
built the house and finished it; and he covered the house with beams and planks of cedar.

And for the entering of the oracle he made doors of olive wood: the lintel and the door 
posts were a fifth part of the wall. 32. So he made two doors of olive wood; and he carved 
upon them carving of cherubim and palm trees and open flowers, and overlaid them with 
jgold; and he spread the gold upon the cherubim, and upon the palm trees. 33. So also 
made he for the entering of the temple door posts of olive wood, out of a fourth part of 
the wall; and two doors of fir wood; the two leaves of the one door were folding, and the 
two leaves of the other door were folding.

SECTION XIX 
Dedication of the Temple 

Then Solomon assembled all the elders of Israel, and all the heads 
Ark Brought of the tribes, the princes of the fathers' houses of the children of 

Out of Zion Israel, unto king Solomon in Jerusalem, to bring up the ark of 

the covenant of the Lord out of the city of David, which is Zion. 
And all the men of Israel assembled themselves unto king Solomon at the feast, in the 
month Ethanim, which is the seventh month.

horsemen, which he bestowed in the chariot cities and with the king at Jerusalem. And the 
h or set which Solomon had were brought out of Egypt, and out of all lands; and the king's 
merchants received them in droves, each drove at a price. And they fetched up and 
brought out of Egypt a chariot for six hundred shekels of silver, and an horse for an 
hundred and fifty: and so for all the kings of the Hittites, and for the kings of Syria, did 
they bring them out by their means. And the king made silver to be in Jerusalem as stones, 
and cedars made he to be as the sycamore trees that are in the lowland, for abundance. Now 
the weight of gold that came to Solomon in one year was six hundred threescore and six 
talents of gold, beside that which the chapmen brought, and the traffic of the merchants, 
and of all the kings of the mingled people, and of the governors of the country.

SECTION XXI 
Downfall and Division 

I Kings 1 1:1. Now king Solomon loved many strange women, together with the daugh- 
of the nations concerning which the Lord said unto the children of Israel,* Ye shall not go 
ter of Pharaoh, women of the Moabites, Ammonites, Edomites, Zidonians, and Hittites; 2. 
among them, neither shall they come among you: for surely they will turn away your heart 
after their gods: Solomon clave unto these in love. 

3. And he had seven hundred wives, princesses, and three hundred 

Polygamy and concubines: and his wives turned away his heart. 4. For it came 

Idolatry to pass, when Solomon was old, that his wives turned away his 

heart after other gods: and his heart was not perfect with the Lord 
his God, as was the heart of David his father. 5. For Solomon went after Ashtoreth the 
goddess of the Zidonians, and after Milcom the abomination of the Ammonites. 6. And 
Solomon did that which was evil in the sight of the Lord, and went not fully after the Lord, 
as did David his father. 7. Then did Solomon build an high place for Chemosh the abom- 
ination of Moab, in the mount that is before Jerusalem, and for Molech the abomination 
of the children of Ammon.

And when he 
came to the hill, he took them from their hand, and bestowed them in the house: and he let 
the men go, and they departed. 25. But he went in, and stood before his master. And 
Elisha said unto him, Whence comest thou, Gehazi? And he said, Thy servant went no 
whither. 26. And he said unto him, Went not mine heart with thee, when the man turned 
again from his chariot to meet thee? Is it a time to receive money, and to receive gar- 
ments, and oliveyards, and vineyards, and sheep and oxen, and mcnservants, and maid- 
servants? 27. The leprosy therefore of Naaman shall cleave unto thee, and unto thy seed for 
ever. And he went out from his presence a leper as white as snow. 

II Kings 6:8. Now the king of Syria warred against Israel; and he 

Syrian Bands Smitten took counsel with his servants, saying, In such and such a place 

with Blindness shall be my camp. 9. And the man of God sent unto the king of 

Israel, saying, Beware that thou pass not such a place; for thither 
the Syrians are coming down. 10. And the king of Israel sent to the place which the man 
of God told him and warned him of; and he saved himself there not once nor twice. 11. 
And the heart of the king of Syria was sore troubled for this thing; and he called his ser- 
vants, and said unto them, Will ye not shew me which of us is for the king of Israel? 12. 
And one of his servants said, Nay. my lord, O king: but Elisha, the prophet that is in Israel, 
telleth the king of Israel the words that thou speakest in thy bedchamber.

Tra Confluence or Bussing and Curse in Joash. 

• Note.— By the marriage of Jehoram of Judah and Athaliah of Israel, not only was the corse pronounced on Ahab's house 
extended so as to include the house of David, but it was also brought into direct antagonism with the blessing pronounced on 
David and his seed. By Jehu's execution of judgment on Ahab's house, together with a strange series of assassinations in 
David's house, the threatened curse of extermination of the former and the promised blessing of preservation of the latter, 
converged in one person, who was the only surviving male of either royal house, and hence the heir both of the curse and 
the blessing. If the word of curse be strictly kept, the word of blessing will be broken. One or the other must prevail. 
Succeeding history will show the triumph of mercy over judgment.

The Lord sends messages to Ahaz in his great trepida- 
tion, to "be quiet, fear not, neither be faint," and warns him, (Isaiah 7: 9) " If ye believe not, surely ye shall not be 
established." He further tells him, (7 ; u-r6) to ask for a sign, and when he refuses to ask for one, he gives him one unasked, 
and announces the retribution the Lord will send upon his people, and his father's house. (Isaiah 7 : 17.) 

For this unbelief, added to his previous outrageous idolatry, we have given in Chronicles, (II Chron. 28:5-15) what is 
omitted in Kings and Isaiah, how the Lord his God delivered him into the hand of king of Syria and the king of Israel, 
both of whom smote him with great slaughter and carried a great multitude away captives, " because they had forsaken the 
Lord, the God of their fathers." Through the protest of Oded the prophet. Israel returned all their captives to Jericho. After 
this terrible defeat and loss, still refusing to trust in God, he halted between two alternatives, viz., either form alliance with 
Syria and Israel, which he had refused to do at the first, or, call on the king of Assyria for help. In respect to this, Isaiah 
(8 : 5-8) says, " And the Lord spake unto me yet again, saying. Forasmuch as this people hath refused the waters of Shiloah 
that go softly, and rejoice in Rezin and Remaliah's son ; now therefore, behold, the Lord bringeth up upon them the waters 
of the River, strong and many, even the long of Assyria and all his glory : and he shall come up over all his channels and go 
over all his banks : and he shall sweep onward into Judah ; he shall overthrow and pass through ; he shall reach even to the 
neck ; and the stretching out of his wings shall.fill the breadth of thy land, O Immanuel." 

This message seems to have prevented the forming of this alliance with Syria and Israel. After still more repulses and 
defeats from the Syrians, Edomites and Philistines, he took the other horn of the dilemma, and called the king of Assyria to 
his help, which led to still greater distresses of him and his people, " and in the time of his distress did he trespass ye 
more against the Lord."

And the priests went in unto the inner part 
of the house of the Lord, to cleanse it, and brought out all the uncleanness that they found 
in the temple of the Lord into the court of the house of the Lord. And the Levites took it, 
to carry it out abroad to the bfook Kidron. 17. Now they began on the first day of the 
first month to sanctify, and on the eighth day of the month came they to the porch of the 
Lord; and they sanctified the house of the Lord in eight days: and on the sixteenth day 
of the first month they made an end. 

18. Then they went in to Hezekiah the king within the palace, and said, We have 
cleansed all the house of the Lord, and the altar of burnt offering, with all the vessels 
thereof, and the table of shewbread,with all the vessels thereof. 19. Moreover all the vessels, 
which king Ahaz in his reign did cast away when he trespassed, have we prepared and sancti- 
fied ; and behold, they are before the altar of the Lord. 

20. Then Hezekiah the king arose early, and gathered the

lambs, and seven he-goats, for a sin offering for the kingdom and

HeseUah began to reign when he was 
five and twenty years old; and he reigned nine and twenty 
years in Jerusalem : and Ins mother's name was Abijah the 
daughter of Zechariah. s. And he did that which was right 
in the eyes of the Lord, according to all that David his father 
had done. 
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offer them on the altar of the Lord. 22. So they killed the bullocks, and the priests re- 
ceived the blood, and sprinkled it on the altar: and they killed the rams, and 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar: they killed also the lambs, and sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar. 23. And they brought near the he-goats for the sin offering before the king 
and the congregation; and they laid their hands upon them: 24. and the priests killed them, 
and they made a sin offering with their blood upon the altar, to make atonement for all 
Israel: for the king commanded that the burnt offering and the sin offering should be made 
for all Israel. 25. And he set the Levites in the house of the Lord with cymbals, with 
psalteries, and with harps, according to the commandment of David, and of Gad the king's 
seer, and Nathan the prophet: for the commandment was of the Lord by his prophets. 26. 
And the Levites stood with the instruments of David, and the priests with the trumpets. 
27. And Hezekiah commanded to offer the burnt offering upon the altar. And when the 
burnt offering began, the song of the Lord began also, and the trumpets, together with 
the instruments of David king of Israel. 28. And all the congregation worshipped, and the 
singers sang, and the trumpeters sounded; all this continued until the burnt offering was 
finished. 29. And when they had made an end of offering, the king and all that were present 
with him bowed themselves and worshipped. 30. Moreover Hezekiah the king and the 
princes commanded the Levites to sing praises unto the Lord with the words of David, 
and of Asaph the seer. And they sang praises with gladness, and they bowed their heads 
and worshipped. 

31. Then Hezekiah answered and said, Now ye have consecrated 

Congregation Bring yourselves unto the Lord, come near and bring sacrifices and 
Thank Offerings thank offerings into the house of the Lord. And the congregation 
brought in sacrifices and thank offerings: and as many as were 
of a willing heart brought burnt offerings. 32. And the number of the burnt offerings, 
which the congregation brought, was threescore and ten bullocks, an hundred rams, and 
two hundred lambs: all these were for a burnt offering to the Lord. 33. And the conse- 
crated things were six hundred oxen and three thousand sheep. 34. But the priests were 
too few, so that they could not flay all the burnt offerings: wherefore their brethren the 
Levites did help them, till the work was ended, and until the priests had sanctified them- 
selves: for the Levites were more upright in heart to sanctify themselves than the priests. 
35. And also the burnt offerings were in abundance, with the fat of the peace offerings, and 
with the drink offerings for every burnt offering. So the service of the house of the Lord 
was set in order. 36. And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all the people, because of that which God 
had prepared for the people: for the thing was done suddenly. 

II Chron. 30:1. And Hezekiah sent to all Israel and Judah, and 
Proclamation for Pass- wrote letters also to Ephraim and Manasseh, that they should 

over Second Month come to the house of the Lord at Jerusalem, to keep the passover 
unto the Lord, the God of Israel. 2. For the king had taken coun- 
sel, and his princes, and all the congregation in Jerusalem, to keep the passover in the 
second month. 3. For they could not keep it at that time, because the priests had not 
sanctified themselves in sufficient number, neither had the people gathered themselves to- 
gether to Jerusalem. 4. And the thing was right in the eyes of the king and of all the con- 
gregation. 5. So they established a decree to make proclamation throughout all Israel, 
from Beer-sheba even to Dan, that they should come to keep the passover unto the Lord, 
the God of Israel, at Jerusalem: for they had not kept it in great numbers in such sort as 
it is written. 

6. So the posts went with the letters from the king and his princes throughout all Israel 
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and Judah, and according to the commandment of the king, saying, Ye children of Israel, 
turn again unto the Lord, the God of Abraham, Isaac and Israel, that he may return to the 
remnant that are escaped of you out of the hands of the kings of Assyria. 7. And be not 
like your fathers, and like your brethren, which trespassed against the Lord, the God 
of their fathers, so that he gave them up to desolation, as ye see. 8. Now be ye not stiff- 
necked, as your fathers were: but yield yourselves unto the Lord, and enter into his sanc- 
tuary, which he hath sanctified forever, and serve the Lord your God, that his fierce anger 
may turn away from you. 9. For if ye turn again unto the Lord, your brethren and your 
children shall find compassion before them that led them captive, and shall come again 
into this land: for the Lord your God is gracious and merciful, and will not turn away his 
face from you, if ye return unto him. 

10. So the posts passed from city to city through the country of 
Israel Divided, Judah Ephraim and Manasseh, even unto Zebulun : but they laughed 
United, Passover Kept th em to scorn, and mocked them. 11. Nevertheless divers of Asher 
and Manasseh and of Zebulun humbled themselves, and came to 
Jerusalem. 12. Also in Judah was the hand of God to give them one heart, to do the 
commandment of the king and of the princes by the word of the Lord. 13. And there 
assembled at Jerusalem much people to keep the feast of unleavened bread in the second 
month, a very great congregation. 14. And they arose and took away the altars that were 
in Jerusalem, and all the altars for incense took they away, and cast them into the brook 
Kidron. 15. Then they killed the passover on the fourteenth day of the second month: and 
the priests and the Levites were ashamed, and sanctified themselves, and brought burnt 
offerings into the house of the Lord. 16. And they stood in their place after their order, 
according to the law of Moses the man of God : the priests sprinkled the blood, which they 
received of the hand of the Levites. 17. For there were many in the congregation that had 
not sanctified themselves: therefore the Levites had the charge of killing the passovers for 
every one that was not clean, to sanctify them unto the Lord. 18. For a multitude of the 
people, even many of Ephraim and Manasseh, Issachar and Zebulun, had not cleansed 
themselves, yet did they eat the passover otherwise than it is written. For Hezekiah had 
prayed for them, saying, The good Lord pardon every one that setteth his heart to seek 
God, the Lord the God of his fathers, though he be not cleansed according to the purifica- 
tion of the sanctuary. 20. And the Lord hearkened to Hezekiah, and healed the people. 21. 
And the children of Israel that were present at Jerusalem kept the feast of unleavened bread 
seven days with great gladness: and the Levites and the priests praised the Lord day by 
day, singing with loud instruments unto the Lord. 22. And Hezekiah spake comfortably 
unto all the Levites that were well skilled in the service of the Lord. So they did eat 
throughout the feast for the seven days, offering sacrifices of peace offerings, and making con- 
fession to the Lord, the God of their fathers. 23. And the whole congregation took counsel to 
keep other seven days : and they kept other seven days with gladness. 24. For Hezekiah king 
of Judah did give to the congregation for offerings a thousand bullocks and seven thousand 
sheep ; and the princes gave to the congregation a thousand bullocks and ten thousand sheep : 
and a great number of priests sanctified themselves. 25. And all the congregation of Judah, 
with the priests and the Levites, and all the congregation that came out of Israel, and the 
strangers that came out of the land of Israel, and that dwelt in Judah rejoiced. 26. So there 
was great joy in Jerusalem: for since the time of Solomon the son of David king of Israel 
there was not the like in Jerusalem. 27. Then the priests the Levites arose and blessed the 
people : and their voice was heard, and their prayer came up to his holy habitation, even unto 
heaven.

camp of the Lord. 3. He appointed also the king's portion of his substance for the burnt 
offerings, to wit, for the morning and the evening burnt offerings, and the burnt offerings 
for the sabbaths, and for the new moons, and for the set feasts, as it is written in the law 
of the Lord. 4. Moreover he commanded the people that dwelt in Jerusalem to give the 
portion of the priests and the Levites, that they might give themselves to the law of the 
Lord. 5. And as soon as the commandment came abroad, the children of Israel gave in 
abundance the first-fruits of corn, wine, and oil, and honey, and of all the increase of the 
field; and the tithe of all things brought they in abundantly. 6. And the children of Israel 
and Judah, that dwelt in the cities of Judah, they also brought in the tithe of oxen and 
sheep, and the tithe of dedicated things which were consecrated unto the Lord their God, 
and laid them by heaps. 7. In the third month they began to lay the foundation of the 
heaps, and finished them in the seventh month. 8. And when Hezekiah and the princes 
came and saw the heaps, they blessed the Lord, and his people Israel. 

9. Then Hezekiah questioned with the priests and the Levites con- 
Oblations and Tithes cerning the heaps. 10. And Azariah the chief priest, of the house 
Stored, Distributed of Zadok, answered him and said, Since the people began to bring 

the oblations into the house of the Lord, we have eaten and had 
enough, and have left plenty: for the Lord hath blessed his people; and that which is left 
is this great store. 11. Then Hezekiah commanded to prepare chambers in the house of 
the Lord: and they prepared them. 12. And they brought in the oblations and the tithes 
and the dedicated things faithfully: and over them Conaniah the Levite was ruler, and 
Shimei his brother was second. 13. And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and Nahath, and Asahel, and 
Jerimoth, and Jozabad, and Eliel, and Ismachiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, were overseers 
under the hand of Conaniah and Shimei his brother, by the appointment of Hezekiah the 
king, and Azariah the ruler of the house of God. 14. And Kore the son of Imnah the Levite, 
the porter at the east gate, was over the free-will offerings of God, to distribute the oblations 
of the Lord, and the most holy things. 15. And under him were Eden, and Miniamin, and 
Jeshua, and Shemaiah, Amariah, and Shecaniah, in the cities of the priests, in their set 
office, to give to their brethren by courses, as well to the great as to the small; 16. beside 
them that were reckoned by genealogy of males, from three years old and upward, even 
every one that entered into the house of the Lord, as the duty of every day required, for 
their service in their charges according to their courses; 17. and them that were reckoned 
by genealogy of the priests by their fathers' houses, and the Levites from twenty years old 
and upward, in their charges by their courses; 18. and them that were reckoned by geneal- 
ogy of all their little ones, their wives, and their sons, and their daughters, through all the 
congregation: for in their set office they sanctified themselves in holiness: 19. also for the 
tons of Aaron the priests, which were in the fields of the suburbs of their cities, in every 
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(II Kings 18 1) 4 a * *He removed the Ugh place* 
and brake the pillars, and cot down the Aaherah: 



(II Chron. 31:) 1. Now when all this was finished, all Israel 
that were present went out to the cities of Judah, and brake 
in pieces the pillars, and hewed down the Asherim, and brake 
down the high places and the altars out of all Judah and 
Benjamin, in Ephraim and Manasseh, until they had de- 
stroyed them all.

And it came to 

pass, afore Isaiah was gone out into the middle part of the city, that the word of the Lord 

came to him, saying, Turn again, and say to Hezekiah the prince of my people, Thus saith the 

Lord, the God of David thy father, I have heard thy prayer, I have seen thy tears : behold, I 

will heal thee : on the third day thou shalt go up unto the house of the Lord. And I will add 

unto thy days fifteen years : and I will deliver thee, and this city out of the hand of the king 

of Assyria : and I will defend this city, for mine own sake, and for my servant David's sake. 

Now Isaiah had said, Let them take a cake of figs, and lay it for a plaster upon the boil, and 

he shall recover.

And he spake unto him 

and gave him a sign, behold, I will cause the shadow on the steps, which is gone down on the 

dial of Ahaz with the sun, to return backward ten steps. And Isaiah the prophet cried unto the 

Lord : and he brought the shadow ten steps backward, by which it had gone down on the dial 

of Ahaz.

The Chronicler gives full details of the remarkable repentance and reformation of Manasseh, as preceding and fol- 
lowing the merciful remission and restoration to country and throne after captivity by Jehovah. Of all the incidents recorded in 
the Old Testament, it most nearly corresponds with the story of the thief on the cross, both as to time and place when and where 
the repentance for and remission of his sin was secured; and to the transformation of Saul the persecutor to Paul the preacher, as 
to the completeness of the change wrought in him. Kings record the Lord's terrible indictment and sentence of the wicked 
king ; Chronicles record the king's greatly humbling himself before, and his supplication and prayer to, the Lord his God and 
its gracious answer by the God of his fathers. They are thus the complements of each other, as are the Law and the Gospel as 
seen in the first thirty-nine and the last twenty-seven Chapters of Isaiah, or in the first thirty-nine and the last twenty-seven 
Books of the Old and New Testament.

them also that burned incense unto Baal, to the sun, and to the moon, and to the planets, and to 
all the host of heaven. 6. And he brought out the Asherah from the house of the Lord, without 
Jerusalem, unto the brook Kidron, and burned it at the brook Kidron, and stamped it small to 
powder, and cast the powder thereof upon the graves of the common people. 7. And he brake 
down the house of the sodomites, that were in the house of the Lord, where the women wove 
hangings for the Asherah. 8. And he brought all the priests out of the cities of Judah, and de- 
filed the high places where the priests had burned incense, from Geba to Beer-sheba; and he 
brake down the high places of the gates that were at the entering in of the gate of Joshua the 
governor of the city, which were on a man's left hand at the gate of the city.

And the king commanded all the people, saying. Keep the pass- 

Josiah'a over unto the Lord your God, as it is written in this book of the 

Great Passover covenant. And Josiah kept a passover unto the Lord in Jerusalem : 

and they killed the passover on the fourteenth day of the first month. 
II Chron. 35 : 2. And he set the priests in their charges, and encouraged them to the service 
of the house of the Lord. 3. And he said unto the Levites that taught all Israel, which were 
holy unto the Lord, Put the holy ark in the house which Solomon the son of David king of 
Israel did build; there shall no more be a burden upon your* shoulders: now serve the Lord 
your God, and his people Israel. 

4. And prepare yourselves after your father's houses by your courses, according to the 
writing of David king of Israel, and according to the writing of Solomon his son. 5. And 
stand in the holy place according to the divisions of the father's houses of your brethren the 
childern of the people, and let there be for each a portion of a father's house of the Levites. 6. 
And kill the passover and sanctify yourselves, and prepare for your brethren, to do according 
to the word of the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

7. And Josiah gave to the children of the people, of the flock, lambs and kids, all of them 
for the passover offerings, unto all that were present, to the number of thirty thousand, and 
three thousand bullocks: these were of the king's substance. 8. And his princes gave for a

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freewill offering unto the people, to the priests, and to the Levites. Hilkiah and Zechariah and 
Jehiel, the rulers of the house of God, gave unto the priests for the passover offerings two 
thousand and six hundred small cattle, and three hundred oxen. 9. Conaniah also, and She- 
maiah and Nethanel, his brethren, and Hashabiah and Jeiel and Jozabad, the chiefs of the 
Levites, gave unto the Levites for the passover offerings five thousand small cattle, and five 
hundred oxen. 10. So the service was prepared, and the priests stood in their place, and the 
Levites by their courses, according to the king's commandment. 11. And they killed the pass- 
over, and the priests sprinkled the blood, which they received of their hand, and the Levites 
flayed them. 12. And they removed the burnt offerings, that they might give them according to 
the divisions of the fathers' houses of the children of the people, to offer unto the Lord, as it 
is written in the book of Moses. And so did they with the oxen. 

13. And they roasted the passover with fire according to the ordinance : and the holy offer- 
ings sod they in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans, and carried them quickly to all the children 
of the people. 14. And afterward they prepared for themselves, and for the priests ; because 
the priests the sons of Aaron were busied in offering the burnt offerings and the fat until night: 
therefore the Levites prepared for themselves, and for the priests the sons of Aaron. 15. And 
the singers the sons of Asaph were in their place according to the commandment of David, and 
Asaph, and Heman, and Jeduthun the king's seer; and the porters were at every gate: they 
needed not to depart from their service, for their brethren the Levites prepared for them. 16. 
So all the service of the Lord was prepared the same day, to keep the passover, and to offer 
burnt offerings upon the altar of the Lord, according to the commandment of king Josiah. 17. 
And the children of Israel that were present kept the passover at that time, and the feast of 
unleavened bread seven days. 

Surely there was not kept such a passover in Israel from the days of the judges that 

judged Israel, neither did any of the kings of Israel, nor of the kings of Judah, keep such a 

passover as Josiah kept, and the priests, and the Levites, and all Judah and Israel that were 

present, and the inhabitants of Jerusalem. In the eighteenth year of the rejgn of king Josiah 

was this passover kept to the Lord in Jerusalem. II Kings 23:24. Moreover them that had 

familiar spirits, and the wizards, and the teraphim, and the idols, and 

Summary of all the abominations that were spied in the land of Judah and in 

Josiah's Reforms Jerusalem, did Josiah put away, that he might confirm the words of 

the law which were written in the book that Hilkiah the priest found 

in the house of the Lord. 25. And like unto him there was no king before him, that turned to 

the Lord with all his heart, and with all his soul, and with all his might, according to all the 

law of Moses; neither after him arose there any like him. 26. Notwithstanding the Lord 

turned not from the fierceness of his great wrath wherewith his anger was kindled against 

Judah, because of all the provocations that Manasseh had provoked him withal. 27. And the 

Lord said, I will remove Judah also out of my sight, as I have removed Israel, and I will cast 

off this city, which I have chosen, even Jerusalem, and the house of which I said, My name 

shall be there.* 



* Compare Jeremiah 3:6-11.6. Moreover the Lord said unto me in the days of Josiah the kin*, Hast thou seen that whkh 
backsliding Israel hath done? she is gone up upon every high mountain and under every green tree, and there hath played the 
harlot.

Sorely there was not kept such a pastover 
from the days of the judges that judged Israel, 
nor in all the days of the kings of Israel, nor of the kings of 
Judah; 

93 . but in the eighteenth year of king Josiah was this 

passover kept to the Lord in Jerusalem. 



(II Chron. jj :) 18. And there was no passover like to that 

kept in Israel from the days of Samuel the prophet ; 

neither did any of the kings of Israel 

keep such a passover as Josiah kept, and the priests, and the 

Levites, and all Judah and Israel that were present, and the 

inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

19. In the eighteenth year of the reign of Josiah was thia 

passover kept. 
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After all this, when Josiah had prepared the temple, Pharaoh-necofa 
Disastrous Attack on king of Egypt went up against the king of Assyria to fight against 
Pharaoh-Necoh Carchemish by the river Euphrates : and king Josiah went out against 
him. But he sent ambassadors to him, saying, What have I to do 
with thee thou king of Judah ? I come not against thee this day, but against the house where- 
with I have war ; and God hath commanded me to make haste : forbear thee from meddling 
with God who is with me, that he destroy thee not. Nevertheless Josiah would not turn his 
face from him, but disguised himself, that he might fight with him, and hearkened not unto the 
words of Neco, from the mouth of God, and came to fight in the valley of Megiddo. And 
when he had seen him, the archers shot at king Josiah ; and the king said unto his servants. 
Have me away ; for I am sore wounded. So his servants took him out of the chariot, and put 
him in the second chariot that he had, and brought him from Megiddo to Jerusalem : and he 
died, and was buried in his own sepulchre, in the sepulchres of his fathers. And all Judah and 
Jerusalem mourned for Josiah.* And Jeremiah lamented for Josiah : and all the singing men 
and singing women spake of Josiah in their lamentations, unto this day, and they made them 
an ordinance in Israel : and, behold, they are written in the lamentations. 
Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, and his good deeds, according to that which is written 
in the law of the Lord, and all that he did. first and last, behold, they are written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Israel and Judah. 



* "The kingdom of Judah virtually perished with Josiah. Of Josiah's successors, the two who came to the throne in 
independence, Jehoahas and Jehoiachim, reigned for only three months apiece. The two who reigned eleven years each, 
Jehoiakim and Zedekiah, were but creatures of a foreign power. There was no longer ' a question of independence, but of 
choice between two foreign sovereigns. When Judah recovered from the shock of Josiah's death, it found itself in the grasp 
of the Egyptian Necho.' (Stanley) From Necho's interference to the end, ' the kingdom of Judah fell into a state of alter- 
nate vassalage to the two conflicting powers of the valleys of the Nile and Euphrates.

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APPENDIX A 

Chronology 

The necessity for and the difficulty of revising the chronology of the Old Testament have 
both been so plainly apparent, that they have served to counteract each other. The scheme of r 

Biblical chronology propounded by Archbishop Usher, in a work published in 1650-64, the •/ <k**m*+ 
Annales Veteris et Novi Testamenti, whose dates were inserted by some unknown authoritJt^JCjt* ' £& 
in the margin of reference editions of the authorized version, has until very recently been al-^ A t . J£+ 
lowed to remain unimproved although its correctness has long been disproved. Sayce,* writ- / 

ing of the period of the Monarchy, says, " The inconsistent character of Biblical chronology of 
the royal houses of Judah and Israel, has been known ever since chronologists have set to 
work upon it. System after system has been proposed to reduce it to harmony. The systems 
have been unsatisfactory because the materials on which they rested were insufficient to solve 
the chronological problem. To-day all is changed. The Assyrian records have given us fixed 
points of departure for dating the reigns of the Jewish and Israelitish kings ; from Ahab to 
Hezekiah we can check the chronological statements of the Books of Kings and determine the 
value to be attached to them." He gives the following tables to show how great are the dis- 
crepancies between them.

The historic facts, as stated in the Scriptures, are thus fully corroborated by the Assyrian 
records, but the dates of their occurrence are widely at variance. In determining the true 
meaning of the chronological statements of the Scriptures, in distinction from their apparent 
meaning, we must take into consideration : 

First. The variety of methods in reckoning periods of time. According to Hebrew usage, 
a portion of time is reckoned as the whole, a fraction as the unit, e.g., the three days Christ 
remained in the tomb. David's reign in Hebron is the only one of all the kings of Israel or 
Judah whose duration is given in years and in fractions of the year. All the rest, whose 
reign lasted a year or more, are given in full calendar years. It is impossible for this to have 
been literally true. There must have been broken years in which one reign ended and another 
one began. In such cases, we find a variable method of reckoning. Generally it was counted

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for the reign that ended. The following year was called " the first year " for the reign that 
began, and the fraction of the year was designated as " the beginning of his reign." The effect 
of this reckoning was to make the reign that ended longer, and the one that began shorter, 
than they really were. This is called post-dating. Sometimes the broken year, in which a 
king died, was reckoned as his own last year and the first year of his successor. This was 
called pre-dating. The result of this variable reckoning is made apparent in the period be- 
tween the beginning of the reigns of Rehoboam and Athaliah, and those of Jereboam and 
Jehu, which began at the same time in the Southern and Northern kingdoms respectively. 
The following table of the kings of this intervening period shows a difference of three years 
in the two kingdoms when they should be the same :

This difference is the result of post-dating the reigns of three of the kings of the Southern 
kingdom, and so shortening each of them one year, and pre-dating the reigns of the Northern 
kingdom. 

Second. We must consider the cross-reckoning of time between the two kingdoms, giving 
the synchronisms of reigns that were contemporaneous. The commencement of each reign is 
dated by the year of the reign of the contemporaneous king, in the other kingdom. The incon- 
sistencies of these synchronisms are plainly seen, and to explain them we are obliged to infer 
the overlapping of reigns in some form of a co-regency, which is not definitely stated, e.g., 
We read 



In I Kings 22:51. Ahaziah the son of 
Ahab began to reign over Israel in Samaria 
in the seventeenth year of Jehoshaphat of 
Judah, and he reigned two years. 



In II Kings 3:1. Now Jehoram the son of 
Ahab began to reign over Israel in Samaria 
in the eighteenth year of Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah. 



Now the only way to reconcile these two conflicting statements is to suppose that the 
elder brother Ahaziah was co-regent with his father Ahab one of the two years of his reign. 
Contrast again 



II Kings 1 : I7 b . And Jehoram (the son of 
Ahab) began to reign in his stead (Azariah) 
in the second year of Jehoram the son of 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah. 



II Kings 3:1. Now Jehoram the son of 
Ahab began to reign over Israel in Samaria 
in the eighteenth year of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah. 



Here is a discrepancy of nine years, as Jehoshaphat is said to have reigned twenty-five 
jears. 

With the two above inconsistent synchronisms, consider a third. II Kings 8 : 16. And in 
the fifth year of Joram the son of Ahab king of Israel, Jehoshaphat being then king of Judah, 
Jehoram the son of Jehoshaphat king of Judah began to reign. These passages can be har- 
monized only by inferring that Jehoshaphat associated his son Jehoram with him on the throne. 
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It is thought by some that this is intimated in II Chron. 21 : 1-3. Now Jehoshaphat slept with 
his fathers, and was buried with his fathers in the city of David : and Jehoram his son reigned 
in his stead. (Margin A. V. Alone) 2. And he had brethren the sons of Jehoshaphat, .... 
3. And their father gave them great gifts of silver, and of gold, and of precious things, with 
fenced cities in Judah, but the kingdom gave he to Jehoram, (Marg. Jehoram made partner of 
the kingdom with his father) because he was the first-born. The interpretation, thus put in 
the margin, is that the first verse describes what occurred at the death of his father. The third 
verse refers to an arrangement made by Jehoshaphat several years prior to his death. The 
fourth verse tells how he slew his six brethren and divers also of the princes of Israel in order 
to secure undivided power for himself. These co-regencies reduce the time between Solomon 
and Athaliah to 90 years, instead of either 98 or 95, as given in the table. These samples of 
the confusion arising from the modes of reckoning and cross-reckoning the time of the reigns 
of the kings of the two kingdoms are sufficient to show that the apparent meaning of the 
chronological statements of the Bible is not always the true meaning, and that the materials 
furnished us in the Scriptures are not sufficient alone to solve the chronological problem. We 
must look to another source for determining the chronology of this period. Such a source, in 
a limited degree, has been found in the Assyrian Inscriptions. 

The Assyrian Eponym Canon is a list of officers, one officer for every year, containing 
about 265 names in a series backward from about 650 B. C. If they are continuous they go 
back to about 900 B. C, but if not continuous to less than 800 B. C. The Canon exists in sev- 
eral copies, all of which substantially agree, and is in a high degree trustworthy. Light 
is thrown on this Canon by the Assyrian records, consisting of the Annals of Shalmanezer 
II, Sargon, Sennacherib, Esar-haddon, Assur-bani-pal, and other kings, giving dated accounts 
of their exploits year by year. Calculated eclipses, especially the great eclipse of the sun B. C. 
763, in the tenth year of Assur-daan king of Assyria, help to verify the assigned dates of this 
period. Back to this point there is substantial agreement, and we have independent lines of 
evidence, one confirming the other. Professor Beecher * claims that all back of this is con- 
jectural and in dispute. Assyriologists insist that the list of Eponyms is continuous, and if 
it is, it makes the interval between Jehu and Hezekiah about fifty years less than the numbers 
in the Bible apparently make it. The revised chronology t gives the date for the accession of 
Rehoboam and Jereboam at the division of the kingdom as 937 B. C. We must choose between 
this and Usher's 975 B. C. With our present knowledge, there is no way of harmonizing these 
two systems of the chronology of this period. The overlapping of reigns is used as a variable 
factor in lessening the difference between them. In II Chron. 26: 21 (cf. II Kings 15 : 5) we are 
told, And Uzziah the king was a leper unto the day of his death, and dwelt in a several house, 
being a leper ; for he was cut off from the house of the Lord : and Jotham his son was over 
the king's house, judging the people of the land. At the death of Uzziah, we are further told 
(26: 23), and Jotham reigned in his stead, and (27: 1) he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. 
It is impossible to decide how much of the sixteen years overlapped the fifty-two years of Uz- 
ziah, and how much was left for his own independent reign. The uncertainties and inconsis- 
tencies of Usher's system and the disagreement of those who attempt to correct it, make it less 
satisfactory than the revised chronology, which has the substantial agreement of scholars whose 
prepared tables vary only in details. For the sake of convenient comparison, both systems are 
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APPENDIX B 
The Duplications of Incidents in I Samuel 

I and II Samuel counted as one book, and I and II Kings counted as one book, are found 
in the first section of the second division of the Hebrew canon, called the Prophets. In the 
LXX the two books in the Hebrew canon are divided into the four books of Kings. 

They form a continuous history of the Hebrew people, from Samuel the last judge to 
Zedekiah the last king. Beginning with the last Chapter of I Samuel (XXXI) this history is 
duplicated in I and II Chronicles, and in parts of Psalms, Ezra, Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Daniel. 

The first thirty Chapters of I Samuel are not duplicated in any other Scripture, and is 
thus our only source of information concerning the pivotal transition period from the Judges 
to the Kings, and the trio of remarkable characters, Samuel, Saul, and David, that figure so 
largely in that period. All that we know of the first two from their birth to their death, and 
all that we know of the third from his birth to his being chosen as king at Hebron, we learn 
from I Samuel. But while I Samuel, with the exception of the thirteen verses of the last 
Chapter, is not duplicated in any other Scripture, it is largely made up of duplications of inci- 
dents and events, " a redaction of a manifold historical material/' (Lange.) In this it is like 
Kings and Chronicles ; but it is very unlike them in that it does not cite any of its sources as 
they do. 

These duplications are : 
i. Two denunciations of Eli (2: 27-36) (3: 11-18). 

2. Three appointments of Saul as king (10: 1-8) (10: 17-24) (11: 14, 15). 

3. Two instances of Saul's prophesying (10: 10-12) (19:22-24). 

4. Two rejections of Saul (13: 13, 14) (15: 16-29). 

5. Two introductions of David at court (16: 14-23) (17: 17-39). 

6. Two attempts of Saul to smite David (18: 10, 11) (19: 9, 10). 

7. Two negotiations to make David the king's son-in-law (18: 12-19) (18: 20-27). 

8. Two flights of David to Achish (21 : 10-16) (27: 1-12. 28: 1-3. 29: 1-11). 

9. Two betrayals of David by the Ziphites (23: 19-23) (26: 1-5). 
10. Two instances of sparing Saul's life (24: 1-22) (26:6-25). 

An examination of this list of duplications shows: (1) There is only one in which there 
is any sequence of consecutive events that necessitates a succession of narratives to complete 
the biography, viz. : the three appointments of Saul as king, which stand related to each other 
as anointing, election and coronation. (2) In only three of these cases is there any allusion 
in one narrative that implies there is any other, viz.: 3: 12, 18: n, 18:21. (3) In only one 
•case is there any unmistakable evidence of the interweaving of different accounts of the 
same incident or event, viz. (16: 14-23) (17: 17-39). (4) In no one of these duplications is 
there any after retrospective allusion or reference to it found in any other Scripture, compar- 
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ing or contrasting their likenesses or unlikenesses, e.g., Mark 8: 19-21, where Jesus points out 
four contrasts between the two miracles of feeding the multitude. The above statements pre- 
pare us for the inquiry whether they are duplications of like incidents or events, or duplicate 
accounts of the same event. Rev. H. P. Smith ** says, " The simplest way to account for them 
is to suppose that they are real duplicates, variant accounts of the same series of events, put 
together by a compiler who wished to preserve for us whatever he found of interest in both 
(or all) his sources." Over against this, it may be said, the simplest way is not necessarily the 
most convincing, nor the most satisfactory, nor the most impressive and instructive way. 

Rev. A. F. Kirkpatrick, B.D.,* a says of one of these duplications, " If the narratives are 
closely examined, it will be found that the differences outweigh the resemblances, and the 
difficulty of reconciling the narratives, if they refer to the same occurrence, is far greater than 
that of supposing that somewhat similar events happened twice." His treatment of the cases 
separately shows that this would be his judgment of most all of the cases, as well as of this 
one. 

A brief consideration of each of the cases in their order of occurrence will help each one 
to decide for himself between these two extremes of interpretation about this and other kindred 
questions that may arise.f 

1. Two denunciations of Eli (2:27-36) (3: 11-18). 

In the first (2: 27-36), there came a man of God unto Eli, who declared God's indictment and 
sentence, with a God-given sign. 

In the second (3: 1-18), God speaks for the first time through the boy Samuel, who ministered 
unto the Lord before Eli, knowing how the Lord had called Samuel in the night, Eli in the 
morning adjures him to tell what the Lord had spoken unto him. When he had told him every 
whit, and hid nothing from him, then Eli said, " It is the Lord : let him do what seemeth him 
good." Had there been a doubt before, as likely there was, whether the Lord would do all 
that he had spoken, and would not let Eli's iniquity be expiated with sacrifice nor offering 
forever, that doubt was now entirely removed. Eli is wholly resigned, since God's word by 
the man of God has been verified by his word to Samuel. Smith says, " Two denunciations of 
Eli's course are related, either one of which abundantly answers the author's purpose. One 
of the denunciations is superfluous." This statement could only be true if they were repeti- 
tions of each other by the same person, but even then the second would serve as a forcible re- 
minder. But the two denunciations of Eli were by two different persons of very different rank 
and standing. The first was by a nameless unknown man of God, the second was by Samuel , 
the greatest of the Judges. 

God said to Samuel, " I will perform against Eli all that I have spoken concerning his 
house." This is not a repetition of an announcement, but a confirmation and a verification. 
The two were cumulative in their effect, making assurance doubly sure, on the principle of the 
divine injunction, " at the mouth of two witnesses, or at the mouth of three witnesses shall a 
matter be established." (Deut. 19: 15.) 

2. Three appointments of Saul as king (10: 1-8) (10: 17-24) (11: 14, 15). These are narra- 
tives of separate, and closely connected, consecutive events that were climactic steps in the 
complete confirmation of Saul as king. The first was the private anointment by Samuel. The 
second was the public election, where the choice of tribe, family, and person was severally

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made by lot. The third was the confirmation by the people. There were three similar ap- 
pointments of David as king. The private anointing (I Sam. 16: 13). The anointing as king 
over Judah (II Sam. 2:4)'. The anointing as king over Israel (II Sam. 5-3). 

3. Two instances of Saul's prophesying (10: 10-12) (19: 22-24). 

There is no resemblance between the two, aside from the bare fact of prophesying, and the 
repetition of the proverb, Is Saul also among the prophets? The first prophesying was the 
closing part of the third sign confirmatory of his call. Although a plain citizen, he was made 
to prophesy among the trained recipients of divine inspiration, as a forcible way of manifesting 
God's encouragement for him to go on in the way of his appointment, as announced by Samuel. 

The second prophesying was for the very opposite purpose, viz. : to discourage and re- 
strain him from going on in the way of his own choosing. Saul sent messengers to Ramah, to 
take David from under the protection of Samuel, to whom he had fled for safety ; and when 
they saw the company of the prophets prophesying, and Samuel standing as appointed over 
them, the spirit of God was upon the messengers of Saul, and they also prophesied. The same 
thing occurred when he sent the messengers the second and the third time, God thus thrice 
making Saul's messengers forget their errand of violence to David. 

Saul then came down himself, and he too was made to prophesy. He was struck down 
more completely than his servants, and lay a day and a night unconscious. The proverb, Is 
Saul also among the prophets ? received a fresh exemplification. The first prophesying was a 
special manifestation of divine approval and help in carrying out the work to which he had 
been called. The second prophesying, following that of the messengers thrice sent, was a 
signal manifestation of divine disapproval restraining him from doing that which was antago- 
nistic to and destructive of God's will. 

4. Two rejections of Saul (13: 13, 14) (15: 16-29). 

This is plainly a duplication that is cumulative in its evidence of Saul's unworthiness. When 
Samuel anointed Saul, he predicted three things that should happen unto him as confirmatory, 
signs. He then gave him two commands, with a reason assigned to each, viz. : " And thou 
shalt go down before me to Gilgal ; and behold, I will come down unto thee, to offer and to 
sacrifice." (2) " Seven days shalt thou tarry, till I come unto thee, and shew thee what thou 
shalt do." 

Saul tarried seven days, but when Samuel came not, and the people were scattered from 
him, he himself offered. In justifying himself to Samuel, he ignores altogether the second 
purpose of his coming, viz. : to shew him what he should do. He not only offered, but he 
followed his own judgment in repelling the Philistines. As the commands were connected 
with the signs that had all come true, he had every reason to trust God, but he distrusted him. 
He utterly failed to meet the test of confidence. His conduct was in striking contrast with 
that of David, who had to wait not days, but weeks, months, and years when it seemed certain 
that his life would be taken. 

The cause of his second rejection was deliberate, wilful, flagrant disobedience, coupled 
with an excuse which arrayed sacrifice and disobedience as things equally pleasing to God, so 
that he could at pleasure choose between them. But Samuel affirms that to obey is better than 
sacrifice and announces that as he has rejected the word of the Lord, so the Lord had rejected 
him. The chronicler (I Ch. 10: 13, 14) adds a third ground for Saul's rejection, " So Saul 
died because of the word of the Lord, which he kept not, and also for that he asked counsel 
of one that had a familiar spirit, to inquire thereby, and inquired not of the Lord." This third 
sin shews the same spirit as the other two, and the mention of it by the chronicler shews that 
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the trend of Scripture is towards a duplication of incidents and events as well as duplicates of 
the same incident or event. 

5. Two introductions of David at court (16: 14-23) (17: 17-39). 

This is plainly a duplicate, and one of the hardest to harmonize in the Scriptures. One of the 
mysterious features of this case is that the oldest and most authoritative copy of the LXX (the 
Vatican) omits the second introduction and all that follows it which disagrees with the first 
introduction.* (Some difficult questions arise in connection with these omissions, e.g., Did 
this first translation omit for any reason what it found in the Hebrew Bible? or were these 
passages not then in the Hebrew Bible? Has the Alexandrine copy, written a century later, 
added these passages to make it correspond with the Hebrew Bible?) t The omitted parts are 
(17: 12-31) David's visit to his brethren; (17:41) Goliath's shield bearer going before him; 
(17:55-58) Saul and Abner's dialogue about the son of Jesse; (18:1-5) Jonathan's and 
David's mutual covenant; (18: 10, 11) Saul's first attempt to smite David; (18: 17-19) Saul's 
negotiation to give David his eldest daughter Merab. 

The two introductions are not themselves contradictory, and a clue to the harmonizing is 
given (17: 15). " Now David went to and from Saul to feed his father's sheep." The real in- 
surmountable difficulty is found (17: 55-58) in the dialogue between Saul and Abner after the 
defeat and death of Goliath, which manifests an utter ignorance of David by both the king 
and the captain of the host. Some find a solution in the fact that they do not ask, Who David 
is? but whose son is he? But 16: 18, 19 distinctly states that David was introduced to and sent 
for by Saul as Jesse's son. Others suggest that Saul in his frenzied state would not notice 
David sufficiently to recognize him, but 16: 21 states that in addition to playing for Saul. " he 
stood before him and became his armour bearer." Others suggest that 16 : 14-23, the sending 
for David to play for Saul belongs chronologically after the triumph of David over Goliath, 
but the ignorance concerning David shown at the time of sending for him would be impossible 
after the notoriety of his victory. Moreover, 18 : 2 definitely states that David's residence at 
court after the defeat of Goliath was continuous. With our present light it seems impossible 
to harmonize the conflicting accounts. We must choose between the alternatives, either the two 
accounts have been put together so that we cannot understand them correctly, or 17 : 55-58 is an 
interpolation in the text. 

6. Two attempts of Saul to smite David (18: 10, 11) (19: 9, 10). 

The two narratives are very much alike, both in the facts described, and in the language 
used. But the first account distinctly states that " David avoided out of his presence twice," 
and the second one may well be that recorded in the next chapter. 

There is an evident increase in Saul's jealous anger that shows itself in an increased in- 
tensity of feeling and action that corresponds with the progress of events. Each fits exactly in 
its place. The triumphant song of the women aroused Saul's jealousy so that he " eyed David 
from that day forward." As he nursed his grievance, it happened one day that having a spear 
in his hand, he said, " I will smite David even to the wall." He cast his spear, but we are not 
told with what force or result. Then follows the twofold effort to make David the king's son- 
in-law, which only resulted in making Saul " yet the more afraid of David." Jonathan effects 
a reconciliation between Saul and David, but David's victory over the Philistines opens the 
wound afresh, and Saul makes the second attempt on David's life. 

It is very unlike the first in the intensity of the effort, for he smote the spear with such 
force that it went into the wall where David stood, but David slipped away out of Saul's 
presence, and fled and escaped. The first time Saul sent David away from him. The second

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time David escaped and fled that night to Michal his wife, and she let him down from the wall 
before Saul's messengers reached him. 

7. Two negotiations to make David Saul's son-in-law (18: 12-19) (18:20-27). 

The first negotiation for the eldest daughter Merab is omitted in the Septuagint. Again 
Adriel, to whom it is said Merab was given, after she was promised to David, is spoken of in 
II Samuel 21:8, as the husband of Michal, but Merab was evidently intended, because (1) 
Michal was made the wife of Palti, and (2) while it was natural that David should take the 
five sons of Merab to appease the wrath of Gibeonites against Saul, it would be very unnatural 
to take the sons of his wife Michal whom he took back from Palti to whom Saul had given her. 

In favour of two negotiations are the words of Saul to David in reference to Michal, 
41 Thou shalt this day be my son-in-law the second time" (A. V. in the twain). Again, "in 
the first there is no mention made of a dowry being demanded, which accords with the promise 
made to the one who should defeat the giant Philistine. 

Saul starts the second negotiation as an entirely new thing, and when David objects " that 
he is a poor man, and lightly esteemed," Saul sends word that he will accept an hundred 
foreskins of the Philistines in the place of a dowry, in the hope that he will be slain in his 
effort to obtain them. The two proposals to David far better accords with Saul's character 
than one, and also furnishes a better explanation of the anger and fear that made him cast 
his spear at David a second time with increased venom and hate, and henceforth hunt him as an 
enemy. 

8. Two flights of David to Achish (21 : 10-16) (27: 1-12. 28: 1, 2. 29: 1-11). 

The circumstances of the two are very unlike, and correspond exactly to the difference between 
the two occasions. 

In the first flight, he went alone and had no welcome from Achish, but being recognized as 
Israel's hero who had slain their champion, and therefore distrusted by the king's servants, he 
feigned madness which disgusted the king, and escaped as soon as possible. 

In his second flight, he went with six hundred men, and is welcomed by the king as a 
leader of stalwart soldiers who will make a potent ally. In this role, he asks for and obtains 
Ziglag as a perpetual residence and possession, and dwelt there a full year and four months. 
After this long residence among them, when returning with the spoils of a successful raid 
against Israel's enemies, in answer to the king's question, " whither have ye made a raid to- 
<lay? David deliberately falsifies in his reply, " Against the south of Judah, of the Jerahme- 
lites, and of the Kenites." This deception led to the king's announced purpose to take David 
and his men with him to battle, and on David's assuring response, Achish said, " Therefore 
will I make thee the keeper of my head for ever." The next battle proves to be the one in 
which Saul is defeated and slain. David is extricated from his false position, where he would 
have been forced to be a traitor either to the Philistines or to Israel, by the persistent distrust 
and jealousy of the princes of the Philistines, which compelled Achish to dismiss him from the 
army. David protests, appealing to his past loyalty, " but must have inwardly rejoiced that 
God had delivered him out of so perplexing a dilemma." 

9. Two betrayals of David by the Ziphites (23: 19-23) (26: 1-5). 

In the first instance, the Ziphites came up to Saul to Gibeah, saying, Doth not David hide 
himself with us in strong holds in the wood, in the hill of Hachilah, which is on the south of 
Jeshimon? They bid him come down and their part shall be to deliver him into the king's 
Tiand. 

Saul blesses them, and tells them to know and see where his haunt is, and come again to 
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him with a certainty, and he will go with them. This co-operation proved to be so successful 
that David was completely encompassed, but at the critical moment Saul was providentially 
called away to repel a Philistine invasion. 

In the second instance, the Ziphites inform Saul where David is hiding, in almost the 
same language as in the first case, but they do not promise to deliver David into his hand as 
before, and Saul does not succeed in encompassing David, as in the first case. 
10. Two instances of sparing Saul's life (24: 1-22) (26: 6-25). 

When Saul was returned from the Philistines, he came with three thousand men in pursuit of 
David in the wilderness of Engedi, and unknowingly went into the cave where David and his 
men were hiding. 

David's men think it is the Lord's providential deliverance of his enemy into his hand, 
but David having cut off the skirt of Saul's robe privily, said, The Lord forbid that I should 
do this thing unto my master, seeing he is anointed of the Lord, and stayed his servants, and 
suffered them not to rise against Saul. When Saul and his men went out, David followed 
and cried after him, pleading his innocence, holding up the skirt of his robe which he had cut 
off as proof, and called upon the Lord to judge between them and to avenge him. Saul filled 
with a momentary remorse, acknowledges that David is more righteous than he, and avows his 
belief that David will be king, and exacts a pledge from him that he will not cut off his 
seed. 

In the second instance, David came to the place where Saul had pitched his camp, and 
looking down upon him and his people as they lay asleep, he calls for some one to go with him 
to the camp. 

Abishai volunteers, and together they go and find Saul sleeping with his spear stuck in the 
ground at his bolster ; and Abner and the people lay about him. David refuses to let Abishai 
smite him, avowing his conviction that the Lord will smite him ; or his day shall come to die, 
or he shall perish in battle, but he bids Abishai take his spear and the cruse of water, and 
they gat them away without any one seeing or knowing it ; because a deep sleep from the Lord 
was fallen upon them. Then David went and stood upon the top of a hill afar off with a great 
space between them, and holding up the spear and cruse, taunted Abner for his neglect. 

Saul recognizes his voice and calls upon him, confessing his sin. folly, and error, and 
promises that he will no more do him harm, because his soul was precious in his eyes that day. 
David prays the Lord to save his life, as he has saved Saul's life, and to deliver him out of all 
tribulation. Saul blesses David, avowing his belief that he will do mightily and prevail. So 
they separate never to meet again, but David believing that this very sparing of Saul's life 
will increase Saul's fear of and anger against him, promptly decides to quit the land as long 
as Saul lives, and so escape out of his hands. 

Rev. A. F. Kirkpatrick, B.D.,* commenting upon the last two duplications, viz. : The two 
flights of David to Achish and the sparing of the life of Saul that followed each flight, says, 
" The main points of agreement between the narratives are, (1) the conduct of the Ziphites; 
(2) Saul's pursuit of David; (3) David's generous refusal to take Saul's life. Besides these 
there are several minor coincidences, both of circumstance and language. But on the other 
hand, It is natural that in the accounts of two similar events there should be several close 
coincidences. Further, if the narratives are closely examined, it will be found that the differ- 
ences outweigh the resemblances, and the difficulty of reconciling the narratives, if they 
refer to the same occurrence, is far greater than that of supposing that somewhat similar events

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happened twice during a pursuit which lasted several years, and was confined to a small dis- 
trict." He adds: " The following points should be noticed: 

(a) The section XXIII. 19-XXIV. 22 contains a narrative of what took place upon two 
distinct occasions, separated by Saul's being called away to repel a Philistine raid (XXIII. 
27) ; here there is no indication of such an interval between Saul's arrival at Hachilah and 
David's visit to his camp. 

(b) The scene of the interview is different in each case. Here it is the camp at Hachilah: 
there a cave at En-gedi. 

(c) The circumstances differ. Here David deliberately enters Saul's camp and takes his 
spear, &c. : there he accidentally gets Saul into his power in the cave in which he was con- 
cealed, and deprives him of the lappet of his robe. 

(d) The persons concerned here are mentioned by name: there only 'the men* in general 
are spoken of. 

(e) The point of conversation is different: here Saul only uses general language; there he 
acknowledges that David will be king and exacts an oath from him : here David indignantly 
demands to know why he is persecuted ; there he lays stress on his having spared the king's 
life as a proof of his innocence. 

(f) The general circumstances of this narrative correspond to a later period of David's life, 
when David was bolder, and Saul more hardened; and it would appear from XXVII. 1 that 
this pursuit was the final act of persecution which drove David to quit the country and take 
refuge at Gath." 
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APPENDIX C. 

The Peculiarities of Chronicles 

I and II Chronicles, taken as one, but separated from Ezra and Nehemiah to which it was 
originally joined as one work, is placed last in the Hebrew canon, and also last in the third 
division of the canon, the Kethubhim (the Writings), Hagiographa (Sacred Writings), and so 
stands as a sort of historical appendix to the O. T. This triple division of the Hebrew canon, 
Law, Prophets, Writings, is claimed by some to be based upon the time the different books 
were received into the canon, and so was formed progressively. This would account for the 
not putting Chronicles in second division with Samuel and Kings ; and for placing it after and 
not before Ezra and Nehemiah, where it naturally belongs, in the third division. It is claimed 
by others that it is based upon the official status of their authors. The books written by 
Prophets stand in second division; those written by inspired men, not belonging to the 
prophetic order, in the third division. In Hebrew, the name is taken from the oft repeated 
phrase, " DibhSre' Hayyamim " (lit. acts of days) which Jerome renders in Latin " verba 
dierum," and gives as equivalent in Greek " chronikon." The LXX, followed by Vulgate, 
adopted the name " ta paralei pomera," the usual interpretation of which is, " the things passed 
over " by Samuel and Kings. Much of the contents of Chronicles is identical with these earlier 
histories, but the writer does not refer to them by name, but he gives at the end of each reign a 
list of authorities for the recorded acts of each king of the house of David. 
For David, histories of Samuel the seer, Nathan the prophet, Gad the seer, I Ch. 29 : 29. 
For Solomon, history of Nathan the prophet, prophecy of Ahijah the Shilonite, visions of 
Iddo the seer concerning Jereboam the son of Nebat, II Ch. 9 : 29. 
For Rehoboam, histories of Shemaiah the prophet, Iddo the seer, II Ch. 12 : 15. 
For Abijah, commentary of prophet Iddo, II Ch. 13:22. 

For Asa, Amaziah, Ahaz, book of the kings of Judah and Israel, II Ch. 16: 11, 25: 26, 26: 26. 
For Jotham, Josiah, Jehoiakim, book of the kings of Israel and Judah, 27 : 7, 35 : 27, 36: 8. 
For Jehoshaphat, history of Jehu the son of Hanani, which is inserted in the books of the kings 
of Israel, II Ch. 20:34. 

For Joash, commentary of the book of kings, II Ch. 24 : 27. 
For Uzziah, Isaiah the prophet the son of Amoz, II Ch. 26: 22. 

For Hezekiah, vision of Isaiah the son of Amoz, in book of kings of Judah and Israel, II Ch. 
32:32. 

For Manasseh, words of the seers among the acts of the king of Israel, history of Hozai, 
(marg. the seers) II Ch. 33: 18, 19. 

If we examine the parallel passages in Kings, we shall find opposite these lists of many author- 
ities that the writer of Kings cites, for his one authority, the chronicles of the kings of Judah. 
We shall also find that where the chronicler gives no authorities, as in the reigns of Ahaziah, 
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Athaliah, Jehoahaz, Jehoiachin and Zedekiah, there is none cited in Kings. A fair inference 
from this is that, for the most part, the many authorities of Chronicles, are sections of the one 
authority of Kings. Again, the book of kings of Judah and Israel, and of Israel and Judah, are 
the union of the two books of the chronicles of the kings of Judah, and of the kings of Israel, 
cited separately by Kings, for the Southern and Northern kingdoms. The history of Hozai 
seems to be singled out as something additional (cf. II Ch. 33: 19, with ver. 18). Of this, and 
other similar books, containing facts not recorded in Kings, scholars like Ewald and Saycc 
claim that the chronicler was not confined to the writings of the canonical prophets for the 
sources of his history, but had also more or less contemporary documents, recent works com- 
posed in the manner of the old prophets, based on older unused writings or traditions, from 
which he made new and trustworthy extracts and quotations, and found new explanations and 
interpretations of old facts, which were suited to the special purpose and plan of his work. 
Although we do not know who was the author of the Chronicles, yet as like produces 
like, we know from the product what he was and what was his purpose in giving his sup- 
plement to the already existing histories of the Samuels and the Kings. He was an enthusias- 
tic admirer and panegyrist of the House of David, idealising its founder and his successor 
Solomon in the united kingdom. After the division, he follows David's line in the Southern 
kingdom, recording only so much of history of Israel as threw light on that of Judah, 
until the Hebrew Monarchy ends in captivity and exile. Again, he was a man of 
sterling religious character, earnest piety, and serene faith; in all probability a Levite and 
musician, imbued with all the spirit, and possessed of all the lore of the priestly class. More- 
over he lived in an age when the temporal power of King and State was only a memory of the 
past; and the Church, separate from king and state, was rehabilitating itself on the lofty 
ideals of past glory when it was united with them. Hence it is, that in tracing the history of 
the House of David, from the first gaining to the final losing of the throne, it is not the tem- 
poral and material that is most magnified, but the spiritual. In the foreground of the graphic 
portrayal of the greatness of David's House, is the bringing up the ark to Jerusalem, the royal 
preparation for the building of the Temple, its construction and dedication, its liturgical and 
musical services conducted by the appointed monthly classes, its sacrifices and burnt offerings 
performed by the priests, and the periodical and annual feasts. It is an ecclesiastical rather 
than a political history. 

Again, he was a representative embodiment of the ritualistic habit of religious thought pre- 
vailing at the date of writing. With the downfall of Jerusalem and the destruction of the 
Temple, the prophetical element, with its exaltation of righteousness above sacrifice, developed 
rapidly during the period of exile. But with the return to Jerusalem and the rebuilding of the 
Temple, the pendulum of religious thought swung back to the ritualistic. As the latter in- 
creased, the former decreased, until religion became the mere shell that Jesus found it. At 
the date of writing, the two elements were more evenly balanced, but the ritualistic was 
waxing and the prophetical was waning. This contemporaneous habit of thought is repro- 
duced in the Chronicles in the very large additions to earlier histories, of the mention and 
description of the sacrificial and liturgical services of the Temple. 

A comparative analysis of the synoptic histories of the royal houses of Israel and Judah, 
shew that in many respects they are remarkably alike, and in many other respects they are re- 
markably unlike. The correspondence amounts in some cases to identity, and the disagree- 
ment in other cases amounts to contradiction. The characteristic peculiarities of the Chroni- 
cles are as follows : 
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I The first of these peculiarities is seen in the plainly intentional omissions of the blameworthy 
in the history of the reigns of David and Solomon. The Chronicles, as a panegyric, can be 
compared to the eleventh chapter of Hebrews, where the one praiseworthy quality of faith, in 
the different persons mentioned, is appropriately lauded ; while their many blameworthy qualities 
are passed over, although known to exist. To have narrated them would not only have marred 
the picture, but have defeated the purpose of the writer, by drawing away the attention of the 
readers from the one thing he was impressing upon them. 

So Bennet says of the Chronicles,* " Large omissions were absolutely necessary." 
" During the six or seven centuries that elapsed between the death of David and the chronicler, 
the name of David had come to have a symbolic meaning, which was largely independent 
of the personal character and career of the actual king. His reign had become idealised by 
the magic of antiquity ; it was a glory of the good old times." " The chronicler brings out 
all that was best in the history of the ancient kings of Judah, that this ideal picture of the 
state and its rulers might encourage and inspire to future hope and effort. The character and 
achievements of David and his successors were of permanent significance. The grace and 
favour accorded to them symbolised the Divine promise for the future, and this promise was 
to be realised through a son of David." 

x. The omission of all things said or done by others, or even themselves, that does not 
present them in the most favourable light, and so casts a reflection upon them. 
(i) The whole life of Saul prior to his downfall and death, and of David prior to his 
accession to the throne. He thus gets rid of all disparaging or discreditable antecedents of 
David, either in the relation of pursuer and pursued, or in his own conduct as outlaw, free- 
booter, or ally of the Philistines. (2) The seven years' reign over Judah in Hebron, with 
Ishbosheth as rival king over Israel, and the " long war between the house of Saul and the 
house of David," I Sam. 2: 1, 3: 1. The bare fact of this divided reign is told by the chroni- 
cler in the genealogy of David, I Chron. 3 : 4, and in the summary of his reign, I Chron. 
29 : 27, but it is not in the body of his narrative, nor is the fact anywhere explained. There 
he is represented as coming abruptly to the throne of the whole kingdom, I Chron. 11: 1. 
(3) The confession of David at the assassination of Abner, II Sam. 3 : 39. " And I am this 
day weak, though anointed king; and these men the sons of Zeruiah are too hard for mei'tfie 
Lord reward the wicked doer according to his wickedness." (4) The turning over the pun- 
ishment of Joab and Shimei to Solomon, I Kings 2 : 5-9. This acknowledged weakness and 
shifting of responsibility does not present David in an enviable light 

(5) The taunting challenge of the Jebusites, that " only the lame and the blind " defend the 
walls. " which was hated of David's soul," II Sam. 5 : 6-8. In its place, the chronicler inserts 
David's making Joab chief for first going up and smiting the Jebusites, I Chron. 11:6, cf. 
I Chron. 1 1 : 4-6. 

(6) At the siege of Ramah, Joab's boasting message, sent to David at Jerusalem, " I have 
fought against Rabbah, yea, I have taken the city of waters. Now therefore gather the rest 
of the people together, and encamp against the city, and take it: lest I take the city, and 
it be called after my name," II Sam. 11 : 27, 28, cf. I Chron. 20: 1-3. 

(7) The recovery of his wife, Michal, Saul's daughter, who had been taken away and given 
to Phatiel, II Sam. 3: 13-16. And the avenging of the Gibeonites for Saul's massacre, in put- 
ting to death the five sons of Merab, and two of Rizpah, II Sam. 21 : 1-14. 

(8) Michael's sarcastic criticism and rebuke of David's dancing before the ark, his apt reply, 
and Michal's punishment, II Sam. 6: 20-23, cf. I Chron. 15: 25.

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(9) Unfavourable comments, as e.g. I Kings 1:6. In explanation of Adonijah's rebellion 
" And his father had not displeased him at any time in saying, Why hast thou done so ? " 
2. The omission of all immoral and sinful acts and their sad consequences. The only 
wrong doing of David the chronicler records is (1) carrying the ark of God upon a new cart, 

I Chron. 13 : 7, and (2) Numbering Israel, I Chron. 21 : i, 2. We can account for these two 
exceptions, not only because they were irreligious rather than immoral acts, but also because 
they were redeemed by such humble repentance and righting the wrong done, 
as to secure God's full forgiveness and approval; but, more than all, because there 
is traced back to these, the building of the Temple in mount Moriah, and the appointment of 
the offerings and services by the Levites and singers, which in the estimation of the chronicler, 
was the crowning act of the House of David. But he omits 

(1) The adultery with Bath-sheba, the wife of Uriah, II Sam. 11 : 1-5. 

(2) The effort to conceal his guilt, and escape its consequences by calling her husband home 
from the army, II Sam. 11 : 6-13. 

(3) The deliberate murder of Uriah, through instructions to Joab, by which he puts himself 
in the power of his powerful but unscrupulous chief, II Sam. 11 : 14-26. 

(4) The displeasure of the Lord, and through Nathan, the foretelling of the death of the 
child, and the retributive punishment of the sword and evil in his own house, II Sam. 

12:7-14. 

(5) Amnon's adultery with his sister Tamar, and king David's wroth, but failure to punish, 

II Sam. 13: 1-21. 

(6) Absalom's revenge after two years, in the killing of Amnon, and his flight to Geshur, II 
Sam. 13 : 22-37. 

(7) David's mourning for, but not recalling of Absalom, for three years, and then only 
through Joab's shrewd planning, II Sam. 13: 37-39, 14: 1-27. 

(8) David's recalling Absalom to Jerusalem, but not seeing his face in two years, and then 
only under pressure, II Sam. 14: 28-33. 

(9) Absalom's rebellion, and dishonouring David's wives, and death by Joab through dis- 
obedience of king's command, II Sam. Chapters 15-19. 

( 10) Revolt of Israel under Sheba, and the assassination of Amasa by Joab, II Sam. 20 : 1-22. 

(11) Adonijah's rebellion and defection of Joab and Abiathar, I Kings, 1:53. If we had 
only the Chronicles, we would have no intimation, much less record, of these sins of David 
himself or of his sons for which he was largely responsible, and which were sent of God as a 
merited retribution for his own guilty acts. 

(12) Solomon's making affinity with Pharaoh king of Egypt, and his marriage with his 
daughter, I Kings 3 : 1. 

(13) Solomon's loving many strange women of the Moabites, Ammonites, Edomite3, Zidon- 
ians, and Hittites, in disobedience of God's command (Deut 7: 1-6). The turning away his 
heart, when he was old, by his 700 wives and 300 concubines, so that he went after Ashtoreth, 
and Milcom, and built an high place for Chemosh in the mount that is before Jerusalem, and 
for Molech, and permitting the burning of incense and sacrifices to them, I Kings 11: 1-8. 

(14) God's anger with Solomon, and rending the kingdom from him, in the days of his son, 
giving him but one tribe, and this only for David's and Jerusalem's sake, I Kings 11:9-13. 

(15) The Lord's raising up the adversaries, Hadad the Edomite, Rezon of Zobah, and Jere- 
l)oam the son of Nebat to whom Ahijah the Shilonite announced that God would rend the 
kingdom out of the hand of Solomon, and give ten tribes to him, I Kings 1 : 14-40. As with 
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David, so with Solomon, there is not a single defect, error or sin recorded in Chronicles. 

II The second peculiarity of the Chronicles is seen in the additions of the praiseworthy in the 

history of the reigns of David and Solomon. 

1 Of moral reflections and pious comments. 

The first of the parallel passages is that which tells of the death of Saul. They are almost 
identical in the narrative, but the chronicler adds " So Saul died for his trespass which he 
committed against the Lord, because of the word of the Lord, which he kept not; and also 
for that he asked counsel of one that had a familiar spirit, to inquire thereby, and inquired 
not of the Lord: therefore he slew him, and turned the kingdom unto David the son of 
Jesse," I Chron. 10 : 13, 14. This first addition reveals the animus of the writer, and the pur- 
pose of his writing, cf. I Chron. 14 : 17. " And the fame of David went out into all lands : 
and the Lord brought the fear of him upon all nations." II Chron. 8: 11. 

2 The addition of words and deeds of David and Solomon, not recorded in the Samuels and 
Kings that magnify, honour, and exalt them. In this respect also, the Chronicles may be com- 
pared to the eleventh chapter of Hebrews. Of Abraham's offering up of Isaac, it adds 
" accounting that God is able to raise up, even from the dead ; from whence he did also in a 
parable receive him back," 11 : 19. So of Moses, " refusing to be called the son of Pharaoh's 
daughter; choosing rather to be evil entreated with the people of God, than to enjoy the 
pleasures of sin for a season ; accounting the reproach of Christ greater riches than the treas- 
ures of Egypt; for he looked unto the recompense of reward," 11 : 25-27. So the Chronicles. 

(1) David's bringing up the ark, I Chron. 13: 3, " for we sought not unto it in the days of 
Saul," 15 : 13, 15. " For because ye bare it not at the first, the Lord our God made a breach 
upon us, for that we sought him not according to the ordinance. And the children of the 
Levites bare the ark of God upon their shoulders with the staves thereon, as Moses com- 
manded according to the word of the Lord." This refers back to the frank acknowledgment 
of previous wrong, 15:2. " None ought to carry the ark of God but the Levites: for them 
hath God chosen to carry the ark of God, and to minister unto him for ever." While the 
writer of Samuel condenses the account into eight verses, II Sam. 6: 12-19, the chronicler gives 
two long chapters, 15 : 1-29, 16 : 1-43, telling of David's preparing a place for the ark, his sanc- 
tification of the Levites, his appointment of the singers and players on instruments, his ar- 
rangement for Levites to minister before the ark, and to celebrate and to thank and praise the 
Lord, and his composing of the Psalms, CV, CVI, XCVI, to be used for giving thanks unto 
the Lord. These additions not only greatly increase our interest in the present act, but they 
indissolubly link it with the future, making it the first step towards the building of the Temple. 

(2) David's offering at the threshing floor of Araunah. To the narrative common to both 
histories, the chronicler adds, I Chron. 21 : 26, " and he answered him from heaven by fire 
upon the altar of burnt offering," 28. " At that time, when David saw that the Lord had an- 
swered him in the threshing floor of Oman the Jebusite, then he sacrificed there." A second 
reason is given in verse 29, " For the tabernacle of the Lord, which Moses made in the wilder- 
ness, and the altar of burnt offering, were at that time in the high place of Gibeon, 30." But 
David could not go before it to inquire of God ; for he was afraid of the sword of the angel of 
the Lord, cf. 16, 20. Thus the encouragement of fire upon the altar, and the discouragement 
of the feared sword of the angel of the Lord, make him decide to sacrifice there instead of 
Gibeon, not only for this one time in an emergency, but always; for we are told, 22: 1. " Then 
David said, This is the house of the Lord God. and this is the altar of burnt offering for 
Israel." This is confirmed, II Chron. 3:1. " Then Solomon began to build the house of the 
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Lord at Jerusalem in mount Moriah, where the Lord appeared unto David his father, which 
he made ready in the place that David had appointed, in the threshing floor of Oman the 
Jebusite." There is not an intimation of all this in Samuel. So the chronicler furnishes us 
the second step towards the building of the Temple in mount Moriah. 

(3) Preparation for the Temple, its sacrifices and services. This is found in the closing 
8 Chapters of I Chron. 22-29. 

Chap. 22 tells of David preparing abundantly before his death for the Temple, and his first 
charge and directions to Solomon. In Chap. 28 we have an account of his assembling a gen- 
eral convention, with an address and charge to them ; and giving to Solomon a pattern of the 
Temple, in all its parts and appurtenances, and his second charge. In Chap. 29 we have an 
account of David's address to the congregation, telling of his official and liberal personal con- 
tribution, with his appeal to them and the generous response of princes and people, and the uni- 
versal rejoicing, concluding with David's thanksgiving and prayer to God, and the abundant 
sacrifices and offerings. All this which has been so helpful in building of churches ever since 
would have been entirely lost but for the chronicler. 

In Chaps. 23-27 we have an account of the numbering and distribution of the 38,000 Levites 
into 24 courses according to the sons of Levi, the 24 courses of priests, the 24 classes of 
singers, the courses of doorkeepers, the officers of the treasuries and outer business, the 12 cap- 
tains of the army, the chiefs of the 12 tribes and other rulers and officers. 

(4) Description of services in the temple. 

II Chron. 5: 11-13. When Solomon brought up the ark, the chronicler tells how the priests 
had sanctified themselves, how also the Levite singers Asaph, Heman, Jeduthun, and their 
sons and their brethren, arrayed in fine linen, with cymbals and psalteries and harps, stood 
at the east end of the altar, and with them an hundred and twenty priests sounding with 
trumpets: it came even to pass, when the trumpeters and singers were as one, to make one 
sound in praising and thanking the Lord, (using Psalm 136, with the same refrain in each 
of its 26 verses, For his mercy endureth for ever;) that then the cloud filled the house, so 
that the priests could not stand to minister by reason of the cloud. In Kings 8: 10, 11, all 
these interesting details are omitted. 

So again when Solomon had finished his dedicatory prayer, we are told in II Chron. 7:1 the 
fire came down from heaven, and consumed the burnt offering and the sacrifices. And all the 
children of Israel looked on, when the fire came down, and the glory of the Lord was upon 
the house; and they bowed themselves with their faces to the ground upon the pavement, 
and worshipped, and gave thanks to the Lord, saying, For he is good; for his mercy en- 
dureth for ever. So again when Solomon dedicated the house with the sacrifice of many 
thousands of oxen and of sheep, the chronicler, in the sixth verse, repeats the story of the 
priests standing in their offices, the Levites with their instruments of music, giving thanks unto 
the Lord, with the same words of the psalm, which was doubtlessly sung antiphonally ; and 
the priests sounded trumpets before them ; and all Israel stood. 

All these were special services, and we read in I Kings 9 : 25 that three times in a year Solo- 
mon offered burnt and peace offerings on the altar, but the chronicler enlarges and expands 
this statement and includes in II Chron. 8: 12-15 all the periodical and annual feasts. " Then 
Solomon offered, even as every day required, offering according to the commandment of 
Moses, on the sabbaths, and on the new moons, and on the set feasts, three times in the year, 
even in the feasts of unleavened bread, of weeks, and of tabernacles. And he appointed, ac- 
cording to the ordinance of David his father, the courses of the priests to their service, and the 
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Levitcs to their charges, to praise, and to minister before the priests, as the duty of every day 
required : the doorkeepers also by their courses at every gate. And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the priests and Levites concerning any matter, or concerning 
the treasures." He thus gives us a brief epitome of temple services as described and provided 
for in (Chapters 23-27) (in I Chronicles). 

Ill The third peculiarity of the Chronicles is seen in the disagreements between them and 
the previously written histories of Samuel and Kings. We have seen how the chronicler in- 
tentionally omits many things which for his purpose he thinks unnecessary to be rewritten; 
and how he adds other things, omitted by Samuel and Kings, which he thinks should be writ- 
ten ; but he not only thus differs from them as to what he will put in his history, but he fre- 
quently disagrees with them when they write about the same things, that the same persons said 
or did. 

1 There are discrepancies in numbers. The chronicler generally gives the larger number, but 
sometimes the smaller. 

(1) II Sam. 10: 18 David slew the men of " 700 " chariots, I Chron. 19: 18 " 7000." 

(2) II Sam. 23 : 8 Jashobeam slew " 800 " at one time, I Chron. 11 : 11 " 300." 

(3) II Sam. 8: 4 David took from Hadadezer " 1700 " horsemen, I Chron. 18: 4 " 700a" 

(4) II Sam. 24 : 9 Number of Israel, " 800,000 " that drew sword. Of Judah " 500,000." 

I Chron. 21 : 5 of Israel " 1,000,000 " of Judah " 470,000." 

(5) II Sam. 24: 13 Shall " 7 " years famine came? II Chron. 21 : 11 " 3 " years famine. 

(6) II Sam. 24: 24 David paid Araunah " 50 shekels of silver." 

I Chron. 21 : 25 "600 shekels of gold." 

(7) I Kings 4 : 26 Solomon had " 40,000 " stalls of horses, II Chron. 9 : 25 " 4000." 

(8) II Kings 5: 11 Solomon gave Hiram "20,000 measures of wheat, 20 pure oil." 

II Chron. 2 : 10 " 20,000 measures of wheat, 20,000 measures of 

barley, 20,000 baths of wine, and 20,000 baths of oil." 

(9) I Kings 9: 28 Hiram brought from Ophir " 420 talents gold." 
II Chron. 8:18 " 450 talents gold." 

(10) I Kings 5 : 16 Solomon had " 3300 overseers," II Chron. 2 : 18 " 3600." 

(11) I Kings 7: 15 Hiram made two pillars " of 18 cubits high apiece." 
II Chron. 3: 15 " of 35 cubits high." 

(12) I Kings 7: 26 Molten sea held " 2000 baths," II Chron. 4:5" 3000 baths." 

(13) I Kings 9: 23 Solomon's " chief officers 550," II Chron. 8: 10 " 250." 

(14) II Kings 8 : 25 In " twelfth year " of Joram, II Chron. 22 : 1 " eleventh year." 

(i5)II Kings 8:26 "22 years old was Ahaziah when he began to reign." II Chron. 22:2 
" 42 years." 

2 Conflicting statements. 

(1) II Sam. 21 : 19. Elhanan slew Goliah, the staff of whose spear was like a weaver's beam. 
I Chron. 20: 5 slew Lahmi the brother of Goliath. 

(2) II Sam. 24: 1. The Lord moved David to number Israel and Judah. I Chron. 21: 1. 
Satan moved David. 

(3) I Kings 7: 13. Hiram the son of a widow woman of the tribe of Naphtali. II Chron. 
2 : 14. Huram the son of a woman of the daughters of Dan. 

(4) I Kings 10: 13. Solomon gave queen of Sheba all her desire, beside that which Solomon 
gave her of his royal bounty. II Chron. 9 : 12, beside that which she had brought unto the 
king. 
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(5) I Kings 9: ii* Solomon gave Hiram 20 cities. 12. Hiram came to see them and they 
pleased him not. 13. And he called them Cabul, i.e., displeasing. II Chron. 8 : 2 the cities 
which Huram had given to Solomon, Solomon built them, and caused the children of Israel 
to dwell there. 

(6) I Kings 15 : 2 b . Abijah's mother's name was Maacah daughter of Abishalom. 

II Chron. 13: 2 b . Abijah's mother's name was Micaiah daughter of Uriel of Gibeah. 

(7) I Kings 22 : 48. Jehoshaphat made ships of Tarshish to go to Ophir for gold : but they 
went not ; for the ships were broken at Ezion-geber. II Chron. 20 : 36. And he (Jehoshaphat) 
joined himself with him (Ahaziah) to make ships to go to Tarshish: and they made the ships 
in Ezion-geber. y?\ And the ships were broken that they were not able to go to Tarshish. 

(8) II Kings 9: 27. But when Ahaziah the king of Judah saw this, he fled by the way of the 
garden house. And Jehu followed after him, and said, Smite him also in the chariot: and 
they smote him at the ascent of Gur, which is by Ibleam. And he fled to Megiddo and died 
there. II Chron. 22:9. And he (Jehu) sought Ahaziah, and they caught him, (now he was 
hiding in Samaria,) and they brought him to Jehu, and slew him. 

(9) II Kings 12: 21. Jozacar son of Shimeath, Jehozabad son of Shomer. II Chron. 24:26. 
Zabad son of Shimeath, Jehozabad son of Shimrith. 

IV The fourth peculiarity of the Chronicles is seen in the striking contrast between its 
mode of treatment of David and Solomon, and that of their successors after the dis- 
ruption. We have seen the omission of the blameworthy, and the addition of the praise- 
worthy, in the idealized royal house of David. All this ends abruptly with Solomon. There 
is no longer any omission of sinfulness, in the kings of Judah. The seeming exceptions to 
this are Jotham, Abijah, and Jehoahaz. In the brief record of Jotham (II Chron. 27: 1-9) 
there is only approval, v. 6. " So Jotham became mighty, because he ordered his ways be- 
fore the Lord his God." In the record of Abijah, (II Chron. 13 : 1-22 )the chronicler omits the 
statement of his " walking in all the sins of his father, and not having a perfect heart as 
David," (I Kings 15: 3-6) and adds his rebuke of Jereboam and Israel, and his victory over 
them, " because they relied upon the Lord, the God of their fathers." In the short account of 
Jehoahaz, (II Chron. 36: 1-3) the record of his evil doing is omitted, but his punishment is 
given. These exceptions only strengthen the rule, and seem to be rather an oversight than an 
intentional omission. 

The purpose and plan of the Chronicles appears to be first, to give a running commentary 
on the qualifying statement, inserted in the promise God made to David, II Sam. 7 : 14. " I will 
be his father, and he shall be my son : if he commit iniquity, I will chasten him with the rod 
of men, and with the stripes of the children of men ; but my mercy shall not depart from him, 
as I took it from Saul, whom I put away before thee." This is the text, on which the chroni- 
cler's history from Rehoboam to Zsdekiah is written as a sermon. The spirit of the sermon is 
that of Heb. 12:6-11, on chastening, and I Cor. 11:32. " But when we are judged, we are 
chastened of the Lord, that we may not be condemned with the world." The Chronicles 
passes over the history of Israel, as if in the latter class, i.e., apostate ; but dwells minutely 
on the history of Judah, as being in the former. Instead of omitting the sins of the kings of 
Judah, he now rather adds to them, that he may shew the mercy of God in rebuking, reprov- 
ing, punishing and forgiving of their sins, in their chastisement as sons. Out of the nineteen 
kings (leaving out the usurping queen Athaliah), seven of them were wholly bad, viz.: Jeho- 
ram, Ahaziah, Ahaz, Amon, Jehoiakim, Jehoiachin, and Zedekiah. The chronicler's story of 
them is just the reverse of his story of David and Solomon, inasmuch as he portrays them as 
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more wicked than they are described in Kings, and sinning against greater light, and in spite of 
God's loving mercy shown them. 1. Of Jehoram, he tells us, that on coming to the throne, 
" he slew all his brethren and divers princes ; that Edom revolted because he had forsaken 
the Lord God of his fathers; that the writing of Elijah came to him, foretelling of his long 
and loathsome sickness; and that the Lord stirred up the Philistines, Arabians, and Ethio- 
pians, who brought terrible defeat, damage and death to his people and family; and finally 
that when he died there was no burning for him, and he departed without being desired." 
(II Chron. 21:2-20.) 

2. Of Ahaziah, and his sinful ways and death by Jehu, we are told, " Now the destruction of 
Ahaziah was of God/' (II Chron. 22: 7.) 

Of Ahaz, the chronicler adds to the common account of his idolatry, and burning his children 
in the fire as the heathen did, given in both histories ; how that " the Lord delivered him into 
the hand of the king of Syria, and the king of Israel, both of whom smote him and carried 
away many captives ; how that through the prophet Oded, Israel was compelled to return the 
200,000 captives taken from Judah ; how that when the Edomites and the Philistines came and 
smote Judah, and Ahaz sent unto the kings of Assyria for help, Tiglath-pileser came, but 
distressed him, and in the time of his distress, he trespassed yet more against the Lord. For 
he sacrificed unto the gods of Damascus which smote him : and he said, Because the gods of 
the kings of Syria helped them, therefore will I sacrifice unto them, that they may help me. 
But they were the ruin of him, and of all Israel. But yet in spite of all this, he cut in pieces 
the vessels of the house of God, and shut up the doors of the house of the Lord, and he made 
him altars in every corner of Jerusalem, and provoked the Lord to anger." (II Chron. 
28:1-27.) 

3. Of Amon, Chronicles adds to the statement in both histories, " that he did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and sacrificed unto all the graven images which Manasseh his father had made 
and served them ; that he humbled not himself before the Lord, as Manasseh his father had 
humbled himself, but trespassed more and more." (TI Chron. 33: 21-25.) 

4. Of Jehoiakim, Jehoiachin and Zedekiah, Chronicles with Kings make record that they did 
evil in the sight of the Lord, and as a punishment, Nebudchadnezzar came up against them 
and carried them captives to Babylon. (II Chron. 36: 5-21.) 

5. Of Zedekiah the chronicler says, he " humbled not himself before Jeremiah the prophet 
speaking from the mouth of the Lord." (II Chron. 36: 12.) 

In its treatment of these and the remaining kings of Judah, the Chronicles shew a second 
underlying principle of judgment, closely associated with that of chastening, which is fully elabo- 
rated by Ezekiel (18: 1-32). " The word of the Lord came unto me again, saying. What mean 
ye, that ye use this proverb in the land of Israel, saying, The fathers have eaten sour grapes, 
and the children's teeth are set on edge ? As I live, saith the Lord God, ye shall not have occa- 
sion any more to use this proverb in Israel. Behold, all souls are mine ; as the soul of the father, 
so also the soul of the son is mine; the soul that sinneth, it shall die." The prophet then 
gives in detail six specifications. (1) A righteous man who continues righteous. (2) A right- 
eous man who begets a bad son. (3) A wicked man who continues wicked. (4) A wicked man 
who begets a righteous son. (5) A wicked man who becomes righteous. (6) A righteous man 
who becomes wicked. The conclusion of all th?s is " Therefore I will judge you, O house of 
Israel, every one according to his ways, saith the Lord God." This teaching of the prophet 
reveals the later trend of thought, during and after the exile, as contrasted with the views 
held in earlier times, II Ch. 25 : 3, 4. It is hence the contemporaneous mode of thought, with 
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which the Chronicles is more affected than the earlier histories. The chronicler rings all the 

changes on these six specifications of this underlying principle of God's judgment, and 

selects and arranges all his material so as to sustain and substantiate the abstract principle 

applied in the concrete, to the nineteen kings of Judah, each one of which may be labelled as 

belonging to one of the six classes. 

Four good kings (Jehoshaphat, Jotham, Hezekiah, Josiah) had bad sons. 

Four bad kings (Abijam, Amaziah, Ahaz, Amon) had good sons. 

One king (Rchoboam) had bad beginning and end, with some good in the middle. 

One king (Manasseh) began badly, but ended well. 

Seven kings (Asa, Jehoshaphat, Joash, Amaziah, Uzziah, Hezekiah, Josiah) began well, but 

did badly later in their reigns, and generally ended badly. 

Every man's life, and every part of every man's life, stands out independently, and is 
judged by God for what it is. Whatever a man's father has been, or whatever his own life 
has been, it can be, and it may be different. This is the constantly reiterated lesson that the 
Chronicles teach ; and from authorities in his possession, he adduces not only the old but also 
many new facts to illustrate and enforce this lesson. 

A brief glance at the additions in the narrative of Chronicles, about these reigns, will make 
this and two previous principles, apparent to all. 

i. Rehoboam. He lost ten tribes by following foolish advice. But the priests and levites of 
Israel, that were cast out by Jereboam, and such as set their hearts to seek the Lord God, re- 
sorted to him, and strengthened the kingdom, and made Rehoboam strong for three years, for 
they walked in the ways of David and Solomon. But when the kingdom was established, and 
he was strong, he forsook the law of the Lord, and because he trespassed against the Lord 
Shishak of Egypt came up against him. Then Shemaiah the prophet pointed out to him his 
sin and his punishment, the king and princes humbled themselves, and said, The Lord is 
righteous. When they humbled themselves, the Lord sent word by Shemaiah, that he would 
not destroy them, but they became servants to Shishak, and were spoiled of the treasures of 
the Lord's and the king's house. But he went back again and did evil the rest of his reign, 
because he set not his heart to seek the Lord. (II Chron. n : 5-17, 12: 1-12.) 

2. Manasseh. Next to Ahaz, he was the most wicked of Judah's kings, in the practice of 
heathen idolatry and superstition. He even put a graven image in the house of the Lord, and 
made Judah to do more evil than the nations that God destroyed. This is the only picture of 
him given in Kings. But the Chronicles record that when the Lord brought the Assyrians 
upon them, and he was carried captive to Babylon, and was in distress, he besought the Lord, 
and humbled himself greatly before God. And he prayed unto him, and he was intreated of 
him, and God heard his supplication, and brought him again to Jerusalem into his kingdom. 
Then Manasseh knew that the Lord was God. He did works meet for repentance, taking the 
graven image and idol out of the house of the Lord, and all the altars out of Jerusalem, and 
offered sacrifices and thanksgiving, and commanded Judah to serve the Lord. In this story of 
the turning of this prodigal king to the Lord, the chronicler has given us an Old Testament 
companion picture to Jesus's parable of the prodigal son. The narrative has what the parable 
has not, the complete reinstatement to former dignity and power. (II Chron. 33 : 1-13.) 

3. Of the seven good kings, I will not even refer to the chronicler's account of their good 
deeds and works, which are the glory of Judah. The aggregate of their reigns was 246 years, 
(an average of over 35 years for each reign) which was nearly two-thirds of the existence of 
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the Southern Kingdom. They all began well, and continued well, but late in their reigns, and 
generally at the end, they did badly. 

4. Asa, about the middle of his reign, in order to protect himself against Baasha of Israel sent 
to Ben-hadad to ask his help. Hanani the seer rebukes him for not relying upon God, and 
contrasts it with his former conduct, when God delivered him from the huge host of the 
Ethiopians and Lubim, because of his reliance on him ; and then announces that from hence- 
forth he shall have wars. Then Asa was wroth with the seer, and put him in the prison 
house; for he was in a rage with him because of this thing. He also oppressed some of the 
people at this same time. Again in the thirty-ninth year of his reign, Asa had an exceeding 
great disease in his feet ; yet he sought not to the Lord, but to his physicians. (II Chron. 14 : 9- 
15, 16: 1-14.) 

5. Of Jehoshaphat, the Chronicles tell us that he walked in the first ways of his father David, 
the Lord was with him, and stablished his kingdom. But after certain years he joined 
affinity with wicked Ahab of Israel. And Jehu the son of Hanani the seer said to him, 
Shouldest thou help the wicked, and love them that hate the Lord? for this thing wrath is 
upon thee from before the Lord. Later on in his reign, we have the account of his miracu- 
lous victory over children of Ammon, Moab and mount Seir, when in belief in God and in his 
prophets they sang thanks and praises to the Lord, in the place of fighting, and God gave him 
rest round about; yet after this did Jehoshaphat join himself with Ahaziah in making ships, 
and was rebuked by Eliezer, saying, Because thou hast joined thyself with Ahaziah, the Lord 
hath destroyed thy works. (II Chron. 18: 1, 19: 1, 20: 35-37.) 

6. Of Joash the boy king, we have only good till after the death of Jehoiada the priest, when 
under the influence of the princes they forsook the Lord and served Asherim and the idols, 
and wrath came upon them for their guiltiness. God sent prophets unto them to bring them 
again to the Lord, but they gave no ear to them. Then Zechariah, the son of Jehoiada re- 
proved them, saying, Because ye have forsaken the Lord, the Lord hath forsaken you. At 
the commandment of the king, they stoned him with stones. Thus Joash remembered not the 
kindness of his benefactor Jehoiada, and his dying son said The Lord look upon it, and re- 
quire it. At the end of the year, the Syrians came up and destroyed the princes of Judah and 
sent the spoil to Damascus. The Lord delivered the very great host of Judah into the hand 
of the small company of the Syrians, because they had forsaken the Lord. So they executed 
judgment upon him, and when they left him in great diseases, his own servants slew him on 
his bed, for the blood of Zechariah. (II Chron. 24: 17-27.) 

7. Amaziah having hired 100,000 men of Israel, followed the counsel and advice of the man 
of God, and returned them, losing the 100,000 talents of silver he had paid them, trusting the 
assurance that the Lord is able to give much more than this, and gained a great victory in the 
Valley of Salt. But on his return, he brought back their gods, and set them up to be his gods, 
and bowed and burned incense before them. He then provoked a quarrel with Joash king of 
Israel and in his headstrong folly joined in battle with him, and was defeated and despoiled. 
For it was of God, that he might deliver them, because they had sought after the gods of 
Edom. Now from the time that Amaziah did turn away from following the Lord they made a 
conspiracy against him in Jerusalem ; and fifteen years later he fled to Lachish ; but they sent 
after him and slew him there. (II Chron. 25 : 14-28.) 

8. Of Uzziah, the chronicler tells us of his fifty-two years' reign, as long as he sought the 
Lord, God made him to prosper. But when he was strong, his heart was lifted up, so that 
he did corruptly, and he trespassed against the Lord his God ; for he went into the temple 
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of the Lord to burn incense. Azariah the priest and fourscore priests of the Lord withstood 
him, saying, It pertaineth not unto thee to burn incense, but to the priests the sons of Aaron, 
that are consecrated to burn incense: go out of the sanctuary; for thou hast trespassed: 
neither shall it be for thine honour from the Lord God. Then Uzziah was wroth ; and he had 
a censer in his hand to burn incense; and while he was wroth with the priests, the leprosy 
broke forth, and they thrust him out quickly from thence ; yea, himself hasted to go out, be- 
cause the Lord had smitten him. And Uzziah remained a leper unto the day of his death, and 
dwelt in a several house ; for he was cut off from the house of the Lord. (II Chron. 26: 16-23.) 

9. Hezekiah, at the very acme of his prosperity was recovered from his sickness through 
prayer. But, according to Chronicles, he rendered not again according to the benefit done 
unto him ; for his heart was lifted up : therefore there was wrath upon him, and upon Judah 
and Jerusalem. Notwithstanding Hezekiah humbled himself for the pride of his heart, both 
he and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, so that the wrath of the Lord came not in his days. And 
Hezekiah prospered in all his works. Howbeit in the business of the ambassadors of the 
princes of Babylon, who sent unto him to inquire of the wonder that was done in the land, 
God left him, to try him, that he might know all that was in his heart. (II Chron. 32: 24-31.) 
Contrary to the rule, it is the Kings and not Chronicles that contains Isaiah's announcement 
of God's retributive punishment. (II Kings 23: 14-21.) 

10. Of Josiah the Kings tell us, And like unto him was there no king before him, that turned 
to the Lord with all his heart, and with all his soul, and with all his might, according to all 
the law of Moses; neither after him arose there any like him. Nevertheless he intercepted 
Neco of Egypt, on his way to the Euphrates, in spite of his warning to forbear from meddling 
with God, that he destroy thee not, and was slain. The chronicler's sentence is. Nevertheless 
Josiah would not turn his face from htm, but disguised himself, that he might fight with him, 
and hearkened not unto the words of Neco, from the mouth of God. (II Chron. 35 : 20-27.) 
This brief rehearsal of the kings of Judah shows us that we get from Chronicles alone the 
inside view of their reigns from God's standpoint as revealed by his prophets; we get the 
authoritative cause for each of the bare facts recorded by Kings, which thus become logical 
results ; we get the clue that solves the mysterious riddle of the otherwise puzzling and per- 
plexing histories. 

In the closing summary of the book, we have brought out a third principle of judgment, 
in accordance with which the purpose and plan of the book is plainly framed, viz. : divine 
retribution, which is clearly stated in Isaiah. (33: 1.) Woe to thee that spoilest, and thou 
wast not spoiled: and dealest treacherously, and they dealt not trtacherously with thee! 
When thou hast ceased to spoil, thou shalt be spoiled ; and when thou hast made an end to 
deal treacherously, they shall deal treacherously with thee. 

The chronicler's conclusion is, Therefore he brought upon them the king of the Chaldeans, 
who slew all their young men, took away to Babylon all their treasures, burnt the house of 
God and all the palaces and destroyed all the goodly vessels thereof, brake down the wall of 
Jerusalem, and carried away captive those not slain, to fulfill the word of the Lord by the 
mouth of Jeremiah, until the land had enjoyed her sabbaths: for as long as she lay desolate 
she kept sabbath, to fulfill threescore and ten years. 

As Moses and Aaron said to Israel by the word of the Lord, And your children shall be 
wanderers in the wilderness forty years. After the number of the days in which ye spied out 
the land, even forty days, for every day a year, shall ye bear your iniquities, even forty years, 
and ye shall know my alienation. (Numbers 14: 33, 34.) So Chronicles teach us that to fed- 
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fill the word of the Lord by Jeremiah, seventy years of captivity was the punishment for 
seventy periods of six years each, during which no sabbatical years had been observed, i.e., 
a year of captivity for every sabbatical year neglected. According to revised chronology, the 
time between David's reign in Jerusalem and the going into captivity is four hundred and 
twenty-four years, almost exactly seventy times six, 420. The Chronicles, as distinct from 
Kings, will be found profitable in proportion as we bear constantly in mind, that every fact 
recorded, illustrates one or more of the three principles of judgment that underlie it, viz.: 
chastisement of the Lord in mercy, vs. condemnation ; independent commendation or condem- 
nation of every life, and of every part of every life in and for itself; and divine retribution, 
where each calamity is viewed as the punishment for some lapse into sin. 
The prophet Zechariah says, (14: 7, I.e.) but it shall come to pass, that at evening time there 
shall be light. The chronicler in his complete work, including Ezra and Nehemiah, gives as 
the complement of the sad story of captivity and exile, the bright one of return and restoration. 
And as Bennett well says, " The editor who separated Chronicles from the books of Ezra and 
Nehemiah was loath to allow the first part of the history to end in a gloomy record of sin and 
ruin. So he has appended two verses from the opening of the book of Ezra, which contain the 
decree of Cyrus authorizing the return from captivity and restoration of Jerusalem." Thus 
Chronicles concludes in the middle of the sentence, " Who is there among you of all his people? 
Jehovah his God be with him, and let him go up . . . ." which is completed in the book of 
Ezra . ..." to Jerusalem, which is in Judah, and build the house of the Lord, the God 
of Israel, (he is God) which is in Jerusalem." This is the more noticeable in the Hebrew 
where Chronicles is put after and not before Ezra and Nehemiah, and at the end of the canon. 
" Thus the final editor of Chronicles has shown himself unwilling that the book should conclude 
with a gloomy record of sin and ruin, and has appended a few lines to remind his readers of the 
new life of faith and hope that lay beyond the Captivity. In so doing, he has echoed the key- 
note of prophecy: ever beyond man's transgression and punishment the prophets saw the 
vision of his forgiveness and restoration to God." To this agrees, the closing verses of Isaiah 
(66:22, 23). For as the new heavens and the new earth, which I shall make, shall remain 
before me, saith the Lord, so shall your seed remain. And it shall come to pass, that from 
one new moon to another, and from one sabbath to another, shall all flesh come to worship 
before me, saith the Lord. So also the closing words of Malachi (3:5, 6), the ending of 
Old Testament prophecy, Behold, I will send you Elijah the prophet before the great and ter- 
rible day of the Lord come. And he shall turn the hearts of the fathers to the children, and the 
hearts of the children to their fathers ; lest I come and smite the earth with a curse. 
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
